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The history of the establishment of institutions 
in India for imparting medical instruction on Western 
lines, dates back to the thirties of the last century. 
The pioneers found that in this country the Ayurvedic 
and Unani systems were holding sway, and their first 
attempt was merely to create a set of assistants to 
help the doctors who were sent out from England to 
look after the men belonging to the Army and Navy. 
Naturally, the system they originally introduced was 
a copy of the British system; the nomenclature used, 
the method of approach in diagnosis and treatment 
adopted, the form in which prescriptions were written 
and the notation used were merely a replica of those 
adopted in the British Isles. Even in the matter of 
prescribing a diet, or ordering a regimen, the instruc- 
tion imparted formed merely a repetition of what 
held sway in the United Kingdom. Therefore, the 
earlier students in the medical colleges in India 
merely learnt by rote and reproduced their informa- 
tion in practice. As knowledge of physiology and 
pathology became revolutionised in the West, during 
the latter part of the 19th century, the educational 
system began to grow more and more complex. While 
the earlier Indian practitioners in the Western 


system found it comparatively easy to master and 
practise the art and science of Western medicine, 


increasing knowledge of physiology, anatomy and 
pathology brought the Indian students of medicine 
face to face with the 
vogue and made the task of the former increasingly 


difficult.

In the early days, the problem was some- 
cribe a potion. The temperamental equipment and 
psyche of the sufferer were completely ignored; they 
never understood what was easily recognised by the 
votaries of the indigenous systems, that the character 
and nature of the disease, its symptoms and treat- 
ment varied as much with the causative factors as 
with the individual afflicted. 

The medical institutions which were established 
in the beginning were governed, 
financed by the State.

As a 
direct result of such efforts, Indian students began to 
think for themselves, compare notes with the past 
and look with hope to the future. The instruction 
given in these medical schools, although it follows, 
in the main, the British system, is getting more and 
more adjusted to the trend of thought and method 
of approach of the Ayurvedic and Unani systems. <A 
medical practitioner of to-day cannot afford to 
neglect these systems. He is daily recognising the 


fact that though antiquity does not necessarily give 
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a proportional quantity of sanctity, truth is after all 
eternal and universal. Truth expresses itself in 
varied forms in different places and climes, but it is 
never the monopoly of a particular system or cult. 
Above all ‘‘pathies’’ the modern student has to 
develop ‘‘sympathy’’ with the sufferer, an insatiable 
hunger for truth and an unquenchable thirst for 
ideal towards

service to humanity. That is the 
which, I doubt not, these medical 
India are marching forward. 


IN MADRAS 


T. S. TIRUMURTI, B.a., m.B. & C.M., D.T.M. & H., RAO BAHADUR 


Principal, Stanley Medical College, Madras. 


Medical education in Madras, in a crude form, 
was given to Indians as early as 1640. There was 
no regular teaching institution but the surgeons 
employed by the East India Company trained a few 
‘Indians and engaged them for assistance in hospital 
work. The training given was very meagre and of 
an empirical nature. There was no regular system, 
and no attempt made to train efficient or well-qualified 
doctors. Also, the men chosen were not fit to receive 
any scientific training on rational lines, as their edu- 
cation was very poor. 


After the opening of the General Hospital in 1679, 
matters improved a little, but it was as late as 1635 
that a regular teaching institution, called ‘Military 
Medical School’ was opened by Government. The 
object was not to give a good standard of medical edu- 
cation, but to train men for service as subordinate 
officers under the military surgeons, who were em- 
ployed by the Government. Most of the candidates 
chosen were ill-equipped in general knowledge snd 
their preliminary education was very meagre. The 
school did not attract young men of the better type 
and was far from popular. The needs of the army 
were considered to be of paramount importance, and 
all that the teachers cared for was to train these men 
to be able to carry out the routine miscellaneous 
duties in a hospital. They were simply to mechani- 


cally carry out the orders and directions of the 
superior officers. 


In 1847, regular training on systematic lines was 
attempted in various parts of India and medical schools 
were established. It is of interest to note that Madras 
was the province that first inaugurated a medical 
school in the town of Madras. Gradually, the Gov- 
ernment realized the advisability of giving medical 
education to a large number of men, so that the needs 
of the people of this province may be satisfied. With 
this object, civil pupils were permitted for admission 
into the school but it did not attract any civil pupil 
until the year 1846. 


In 1852, the school was raised to the status of a 
college and in 1857 the college was affiliated to the 
Madras University. Once the University took over 
the power of awarding diplomas, rapid changes were 
effected and the college was separated from the school 
departments and the school for the training for the 
lower grade qualification was shifted to Royapuram 
and housed in the old Bullet factory, making some 
necessary structural alterations in it. From that day 
onwards, the school became popular. More private 
pupils joined it. The course of instruction under- 
went successively several changes. First, it was a 
four year course. Then, it was reduced to three and 
then to two years and finally raised again to four 
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years. More medical schools came into existence. 
The designation of this class of qualified persons also 
underwent many transformations. The diplomates of 
the school were known as ‘Dressers,‘ ‘Hospital Assis- 
tants’ and later as ‘Sub-Assistant Surgeons’ and were 
permitted to affix the letters L. M. P. (Licensed 
Medical Practitioner) to their names. The minimum 
qualification of a pass in 8. 8. L. C. was insisted on 
only from 1915. 

From 1920 to 1933, the medical schools in the 
mofussil were abolished one by one, and in 1933 only 
two schools, the Royapuram Medical School and the 
Lady Willingdon Medical School for Women, were 
allowed to function. The closure of the various 
mofussil schools was with a view to concentrate medi- 
cal education in the city of Madras, where alone it 
was felt that the students could be provided with ade- 
quate facilities for laboratory studies and _ sufficient 
clinical material for professional studies in the hospital 
wards. 


In 1933, the five year L. M. P. course 
begun and the name, ‘The Royapuram Medical School’ 
was changed to ‘The Stanley Medical School.’ Dur- 
ing all these years there was a persistent and steadily 
increasing agitation, demanding the abolition of the 
L. M. P. qualification and of the caste distinctions in 
the medical profession. The cry was for one uniform 
high standard of medical education, and for good 
doctors rather than cheap doctors. The Government 
was not able to compel the University authorities to 
recognize the courses for the L. M. P. diploma grant- 
ed by the Board of Examiners, appointed by Govern- 
ment, and permit the L. M. P.s to sit for the M. B., 
B.S. Examinations of the University. The Univer- 
sity has, however, drawn up certain conditions en- 
abling licentiates to qualify themselves for the 
M. B., B. 8. The conditions being rather very strin- 
gent, very few licentiates are able to take advantage 
of the situation. As the 5 year L. M. P. course was 
not recognized by the All India Medical Council or by 
the Madras University, the Government decided to 
terminate the L. M. P. course. This year, they 
abolished both the Stanley Medical School and the 
Lady Willingdon Medical School. To meet the 
growing needs of the public, they decided to establish 
@ new college. It was opened and inaugurated on 
the 2nd of July, 1938, by the Hon’ble Dr. T. 58. 5S. 
Rajan, Minister for Public Health, but for whose 
zeal and untiring efforts, the college would not have 


was 
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come into existence. The long-felt desire of the 
L. M. P.s that their inferior status in the public 
estimation should be put an end to, has after all been 
achieved and Madras may now feel proud of being 
the first province in India to take this step of 
far-reaching importance for the medical profession 
and increasing efficiency and higher standards in 
medical education. Our people would, in future, be 
assured of getting the services of fully trained men 
of high qualifications to minister to the needs of the 
sick. 

The Madras Medical College has been known by 
that name from Ist October, 1860. The present 
college is one of the best in India and is provided with 
the most up-to-date and well-equipped laboratories. 
museums and library. An extensive new block to 
house the various scientific departments of Patholo- 
gy, Bacteriology,, Chemistry and _ Bio-chemistry 
had been recently up. From as early as 
1778 lady students admitted into the 
college. It may be noted that the Madras 
Medical College was the first teaching medical 
institution to admit lady students. The college is 
affiliated to the Madras University and trains students 
for the M.B., B.S., M.S., M.D., B.Se., degrees of 
the Madras University. There is a Sanitary Inspec- 
tor’s Department and a Chemists and Druggists 
Department to train student for the courses pres- 
cribed for Sanitary Inspectors and for the Govern- 
ment Diploma in Pharmacy. Post-Graduate courses 
for Assistant surgeons and Sub-Assistant surgeons 
are also given in this college. The General Hospital, 
the Ophthalmic Hospital, the Maternity Hospital, 
which are attached to the College are all institutions 
which are run on the most up-to-date lines and are 
magnificently equipped. The staff comprise of men 
with very high and brilliant academic qualifications 
Research in indigenous drugs is also carried on by a 
special officer in a separate block of building.

An idea of the efficiency could be easily gauged, 
when it is known that students from other provinces 
are sent to Madras for getting special training in 
midwifery, and for the D.G.O. course in the Govern- 
ment Maternity Hospital and for the Diploma in 
Ophthalmology and for the L.O. courses in the 
Government Ophthalmic Hospital. 


The Military Assistant Surgeons Department has 
undergone changes and the pupils are now passed 
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Intermediate students.’ They take their training 
along with the M.B., B.S. students. The number 
of Military Assistant Surgeons, who are admitted, 
is gradually dwindling in recent years. 


Lapy Wuuinepon' Mepicar ScHoon 


Having felt the need for a medical school, ex- 
clusively for women, the Government in 1923, under 
the inspiration of Her Excellency Lady Willingdon, 
established the above school. But it was closed in 
. April, 1938 and the students were sent to the Stanley 
Medical College in July, 1988 for completing the rest 
of the courses of studies. The lady students are 
thankful for their transfer to an institution, which 
is better equipped for teaching purposes and which 
provides better hostel accommodation. 


THe InpIAN ScHoot oF MEDICINE 


This school was established in November, 1924, 
but started its work in January, 1925. The school 
affords facilities for training in Ayurveda, and Siddha 
and Unani Medicine, with a working knowledge of 
western medicine and the preliminary science sub- 
jects. Training in Anatomy, Physiology, Surgery 
and Midwifery are also given. There are hospitals 
attached to the school. Vernacular is the medium 
of instruction for the Ayurvedic, Siddha, Unani sub- 
jects. 120 students are every year admitted, 60 for 
Ayurvedic, 30 for Siddha and 80 for Unani. There 
is a dissection room, a herbarium, a museum and a 
library. There are two hospitals attached to the 
school. Three types of diplomas are granted 
(L.1.M., A.L.I.M. and H.P.I.M.). The necessary 
qualification for admission is a pass in the 8.8.L.C. 
The course spreads over five years. A few University 
medical graduates have joined this school for a course 
of studies and training in Indian medicine and have 
taken the qualification of H.P.I.M. 


I may also add a short account of the King 
Institute, Guindy, which functions for both the 
routine work of the Public Health Department and 
also as a diagnostic centre and medical research centre 
for the whole presideney. 


The King Institute of Preventive Medicine is 
situated at Guindy, about six miles from Madras 
City and is named after the late Col. W. G. King, 
C.I.E., I.M.S., who, as the Sanitary Commissioner 
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to the Government of Madras, was primarily responsi- 
ble for its inception. The Institute was opened by 
H. E. Lord Ampthill, Governor of Madras in 1905. 
Originally designed to serve as a lymph-depot to 
supply vaccine lymph to the whole province, its 
activities, have, however, extended enormously since 
that time. It is now one of the three large pro- 
vincial laboratories in India, functioning as (a) the 
central vaccine-lymph depot, (b) the Provincial 
Bacteriological Laboratory (c) the Provincial Public 
Health Laboratory dealing with the analysis of (1) 
water and disinfectants and (2) of food and drugs, 
and (d) an Institute for research into medical and 
Public Health subjects. 


There are four sections in the Institute: (1) The 
Vaccine section dealing with the manufacture and 
supply of cali lymph for vaccination against small- 
pox. (2) The Bacteriological section which undertakes 
the laboratory side of medical diagnosis, and the 
manufacture and supply of prophylactic and curative 
bacterial vaccines. (3) The Public Health section 
whieh carries out routine periodical analysis of water 
from protected Municipal, Jail and Railway water- 
supplies and those under investigation or forming the 
subject of special research. (4) The Government 
Analyst’s section which is responsible for the analysis 
and report on samples of various food-stuffs and 
drugs, in connection with the working of the Food 
and Drugs Adulteration Act in force. 


The Institute has its own water supply and se- 
wage systems and runs a refrigerating plant for 
storage of vaccine-lymph and sera and other perish- 
able medical supplies. The power for lighting of the 
Institute is derived from the electric plant at the 
Engineering College situated about half a mile away 
from the Institute compound. 


The main building houses the Bacteriological and 
Public Health sections as also the Government 
Analyst’s Laboratory. .The Vaccine section is _now 
housed in a new block which commands the entrance 
into the compound of the Institute. This block now 
includes up-to-date operation, pulping, loading and 
packing rooms and equipment. This section manu- 
fuctures and issues over four million doses of lymph 
every year, which are distributed chiefly to the Civil 
department of the province.. Supplies are, however, 
also made to the Military, the Railway, the Emigra- 
tion authorities and also occasionally to the adjoin- 
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ing French territories and Indian States. The lymph 
now supplied is glycerinated calf lymph. 


The Bacteriological section is responsible for all 
clinical diagnosis involving bacteriological and sero- 
logical technique, required by all the medical institu- 
tions and practitioners in the Presidency. Specimens 
of clinical material, blood, urine, feces and body-fiuids 
from the State hospitals in the city are collected 
every day by a medical officer of the Institute and 
brought in a motor car to the Institute for necessary 
tests and report. Bacterial vaccines—both curative 
and prophylactic (cholera, typhoid, paratyphoid, 
etc.)—are manufactured in the Institute on a large 
scale and supplied to all Government Institutions 
free of charge and to private medical practitioners on 
payment. The examination and _ investigation of 
water supplies has always been a permanent feature 
of the work of the Public Health Section of this 
Institute. During the course of the year, samples of 
water from every protected water supply (Municipal, 
Railway Station or Jails) are collected by the Insti- 
tute-sample-takers, not less than three times in each 
year, brought to the Institute and examined. Samples 


from proposed sources, urban and rural, are also sub- 


mitted for opinion and report. This section has also 
been responsible for all the experiments carried out 
with the experimental filters under the direction of a 
Government Committee on water and sewage puri- 
fication. 


The Government Analyst’s section deals with all 
samples of milk, ghee, oils, Indian sweets, ete., and 
of drugs submitted by the Municipal Health authori- 
ties for detection of adulteration in pursuance of the 
Act dealing with the Adulteration of Foods and Drugs. 
Prosecutions are launched in respect of cases framed 
and certified by the Government Analyst to be adul- 
terated. 

dn addition to the routine work detailed above, 
a considerable amount of research work is also done 
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in each of the different section of the Institute and a 
number of researches are also in progress at the Insti- 
tute, which have been financed or manned by thie 
Indian Research Fund Association. The researches 
which are now in progress at the Institute includes 
work on sand-fly Tissue culture, 
Fluorosis, algal problems connected with water and 
some other protozoological problems. The King 
Institute has a good record of original work done by 
officers working on its staff. The late Col. King was 
one of the leading authorities on modern methods of 
vaccine lymph production down to the day of his 
death which occurred only quite recently. The proto- 
zoological researches of Captain (now Lt.-Col.) Christo- 
phers while Superintendent, and the parasitological 
work of Lt.-Col. Shortt are well known. The names 
of Majors Patton and Cragg, who worked for a long 
time together stand out prominently and have found 
text-book

@ permanent record in their well known 
on Medical Entomology. The headquarters of the 
Kala-azar Commission in 1912 was Madras and the 
bed bug theory of transmission formulated by Patton 
in Madras, received a fresh impetus by the discovery 
in 1921 of a series of developmental stages in the bed 
bug by Mrs. Adic in Assam. The pioneer work of 
Clemesha on the bacteriology of waters in the tropics 
was started in 1908 at this Institute, and further use- 
ful work in that line has been regular and systemati- 
cally continued by the members of the Public Health 
section of the Institute. 

The Institute affords facilities for training, on 
payment of scheduled fees, of post-graduat2s in ihe 
bacteriological methods of diagnosis, in the manufac- 
ture of vaccines and vaccine lymph, and in the 
chemical and bacteriological analysis of water, milk, 
soil disinfectants, ete. Training in laboratory methods 
is also given on payment of a fee to non-graduates 
who are desirous of seeking employment as labora- 
tory attendants. 
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MEDICAL EDUCATION IN INDIA 


A complete survey of medicai education in India 
has bocome urgently necessary, in view of the widely 
divergent and sometimes uncongenial conditions pre- 
valent in the different provinces. While it is not 
intended in this issue of the Journal to present a 
compilation of statistics, we desire to present a general 
survey of the prevailing state of affairs. An obvious 
point, which need not be re-iterated, is that no effect- 
ive means has yet been undertaken to co-ordinate 
the resources of different provinces, for the benefit of 
India as a whole. We hope that members of the 
Indian Medical Association throughout the provinces 
will now make an effort for concerted action. We 
would like to draw the attention of our colleagues 
to the thoughtful foreword contributed by Dr. B. 
C. Roy. His sympathetic reference to the Ayure- 
vedic and Unani systems of indigenous medicine is 
worthy of careful consideration. 


PROBLEM OF THE MeEpIcAL SCHOOLS 


_ In a recent address in Ahmedabad, Dr. Jivraj 
Mehta voiced ‘‘the unanimous demand of the licenti- 
ates themselves to do away entirely with the licenti- 
ate system of instruction and to provide one uniform 
minimum standard of training and qualification for 
practitioners of modern scientific medicine’. Dr. 
Mehta said that so far as he knew the present Minister 
of Health in Bombay (the Hon’ble Dr. Gilder) was 
keen on bringing this about as early as possible.t_ In

the Madras presidency, under the guidance of the 
Hon’ble Dr. Rajan, the Minister of Health, the 
period of medical education in schools has been ex- 
tended to five years in order to bring it into conformity 
with that of the medical colleges. The problem of 
licentiate education cannot be shirked any longer; 
a uniform system for the whole country is urgently 
called for. 


Non-TEACHING HospITALs 


In Western countries, the number of first grade 
non-teaching hospitals is always on the increase. It 
is a desirable development for several obvious reasons. 
In this respect the Chittaranjan Seva Sadan for 
women, the Sisu Sadan for children, in Calcutta, and 
the Jadabpur Tuberculosis Hospital deserve speciai 
mention for they show what can be done by private 
enterprise with the co-operation of the independent 
medical profession. Such hospitals by means of 
numerous clinical appointments provide every facili- 
ty for post-graduate training. 


PostT-GRADUATE TRAINING 


It is regrettable that, in this country, there is 
not sufficient scope for post-graduate training. There 
has, lately, been a persistent demand for the provision 
of post-graduate courses in Indian Universities. It 
is desirable that arrangements should be made on an 
all-India basis. Criticisms are sometimes made 
against the practice of going abroad for post-graduate

training. The value of higher medical degrees, parti- 
cularly those of London and Berlin, cannot be mini- 
mised. During the academic year 1937-38 the 
number of students who went abroad for higher medi- 
cal training from the United States of America, com- 
prised 1,346 students and 318 graduates.” 


MeEpicaL RESEARCH 


India has a very unenviable reputation as the 
chief home of infectious diseases and ma!nutrition. 
The provision of about seven lakhs of rupees for the 
annual requirements of medical research for a country 
of nearly four hundred million people is a mockery. 
The fact that of this sum the Government of India 
pays only one lakh and a half further aggravates the 
position. A careful examination of what passes for 
medical research in India under the egis of the 
Indian Research Fund Association reveals that much 
of it is a camouflaged variety of public health propa- 
ganda.* 


The names of such persons as Sir U. N. Brahma- 
chari and Brevet-Col. R. N. Chopra, ¢.1.£., I.M.S., 
are worthy of mention for they afford an inspiring 
stimulus for young workers. It is of national interest 
that capable younger workers should be discovered, 
to follow in their footsteps. It is imperative that in 
every medical college and university in India provi- 
sion be made for the encouragement of medical re- 
search and the building up of efficient team work. 
Medical research is now fortunately receiving increas- 
ing attention in different parts of India. Under the 
far-seeing and capable guidance of the Dean of Seth 
Gordhandas Sundardas Medical College an_ efficient 
band of research workers is being trained in Bombay. 
A resolution on the subject of medical research, spon- 
sored by Dr. Viswa Nath of Lahore, was passed una- 


nimously at the last All-India Medical Conference

MepicaL UNEMPLOYMENT 

The subject of medical education is intimately 
connected with facilities for employment after quali- 
fication.

Singh in his address as the Chairman of the 
Reception Committee, of the All-India Medical Con- 
ference. It is really tragic that in spite of the so- 
called overproduction of trained medical men, millions 
of our fellow countrymen are dying without any medi- 
eal aid. Surely it is time that some means were 
devised for the rectification of such a state of affairs. 
It is gratifying to note that this problem is engaging 
the attention of the Minister of Public Health in 
U. P., the Hon’ble Mrs. Vijaya Lakshmi Pandit. 


IpEAL oF MepicaAL Epvucation In InpIA 


We can do no better than quote from the address 
of Dr. Da’Silva. ‘‘Education does not consist in 
simply passing examinations but with the passing of 
examinations there should be created a_ taste for 
acquiring knowledge throughout life and to so train 
a youth that he may be able to apply his mind to 
any problem which he may have to face in life 

In fact, the real test is whether our educational 
schemes will turn out students who will adequately 
respond to the profession or a vocation which they 
may have to adopt in life and also whether they will 
re-act properly to their environment, and to the 
current social, economic and political problems of 
the day.’’ Dr. B. C. Roy gives effective expression 
to India’s traditional sentiment when he says that 
“above all ‘pathies’ the modern student has to 
develop ‘sympathy’ with the sufferer, an insatiable 
hunger for truth and an unquenchable thirst for 
service to humanity’’. With him we agree that this 
is ‘‘the ideal towards which these medical institutions 
in India are marching forward’’. 
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THE APROACH TO MEDICINE 


In the Bhitish Medical Journal of March 25th, 
1939, a report is given of an address, by Lord Horder,. 
on ‘‘The Approach to Medicine’ to the members of 
the Guthrie Society at Westminster Hospital on 
March 16th, 1939. He began by pointing cut that 
Medicine, in its more popular aspects, was very much 
in the public eye. Books and cinemas had been the 
means of “‘revelations’’ and ‘‘exposures’’ of what 
went on in the consulting rooms of Harley Street. 
His own talk, he continued, would not follow these 
lines but would be much more akin to the procedure 
followed in another ‘‘best seller’, namely, ‘‘The 
Pilgrim’s Progress.’’ He wanted to talk of the 
progress of the pilgrim, namely, the embryo doctor 
and the recently hatched doctor, through a country 
which was ever changing. That country was the 
human mind and body and their interaction with the 
rest of the universe. 


GENERAL EpucaTION OF THE STUDENT 


Referring to the general education of the medical 
student, Lord Horder endorsed the recommendation 
of the recent conference on the medical curriculum. 
He agreed that while purely medical subjects should 
not begin before 18, the natural sciences should bulk 
more largely throughout the whole period of school 
education. The student was learning important facts 
and methods which would form the foundation of 
his future work. The chief amongst these was the 
training of his power of observation which, if ‘only 
school master would realize it, would be a tremend- 
ous contribution to the development of the student’s 
mind, adding to the fullness of his life im after 
years. 


The general reading of the student at this time 
would largely influence his attitude to life. He 
should cover history which, as Carlyle said, is only 
the biography of great men, and then, narrowing the 
field somewhat, he could come to the story of 
scientific medicine, in which should be _ included 
psychology, both old and new, biology, anthropology 
and ethnology. Romance and poetry should also not 
be excluded. Poetry teaches the value of words and 


for the doctor the right use of words was vital. Then 
came logic by which term he meant nothing more 
than the principles of reasoning which were essential! 
as the basis for the scientific mind. Jevons’s ‘‘ Primer 
of Logic’’ always headed his list of the best books 
to read in medicine. Clear reasoning and the power 
of observation were the two fundamental essentials 
in medical training, research, and practice. 


THe Doctor’s RELIGION AND Po.itics 


While there need be nothing in the religious 
beliefs of the doctor to prevent him from being a 
good—or for that matter a bad—doctor, he must 
resist all attempts by other men’s religions to oppose 
knowledge. He would be tolerant to the beliefs of 
others, except perhaps the extremist, recognising the 
vital part that beliefs play in the development of 
both mind and body. As regards politics, the urge 
of the young man to take his place with the reformer 
and pioneer should never be discouraged or looked 
upon with scorn. The capacity for enthusiasm is a 
priceless possession. .Nevertheless the doctor must 
be ready to sacrifice his own convictions for the good 
of his patients. In surrendering his private life he 
would become one whom all men could trust. He 
was the life man, not the death man; the peace man. 
not the battle man. His power was great in propor- 
tion as he was impartial and detached. 


Pre-CuinicaL StTupIEs 


Turning to the pre-clinical stage, Lord Horder 
thought that everything should be rigidly excluded 
which in no way concerned the doctor’s work. He 
regretted that the medical schools put pure ana- 
tomists, pure physiologists, and pure chemists at the 
head of their departments, although the position had 
been partly redeemed by the closer association of the 
heads of the pre-clinical departments with their 
clinical colleagues in the college committee. In 
anatomy, for instance, he had always thought that 
surface markings and contours deserved greater 
attention than painstaking dissection of minute 
nerves. He would introduce fuller details of the 
viscera, especially the thoracic and abdominal viscera. 
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Was it not time that the contribution made by 
X-rays to the knowledge of anatomy, especially the 
hollow viscera, should be used in pre-clinical studies? 
The transition from the pre-clinical to the clinical 
stage should be much less abrupt, for, after all, dis- 
ease is but a state of morbid physiology. The 
student’s lack of preparedness for clinical instruction 
was such that he advanced very slowly during the 
first months of his clinical work. Acquaintance with 
simple instruments such as the stethoscope, laryngo- 
scope, the blood-counting apparatus, etc., was 
entirely lacking; and his awareness of the significance 
of such things as the knee-jerks was equally lacking; 
nor could he give the average weight of an adult 
male without relying on the information given on the 
scales on the railway station weighing machines. The 
coming doctor should never forget that he was a 
naturalist and the human animal was his subject. 


Tue Art or OBSERVATION 


By the time the student entered the wards he 
would already be observing many things and gradually 
his powers of observation became more subtle, more 
systematized, more useful. He not only made 
observations without knowing it, but his observations 
took on a selective character, and he developed the 
faculty of distinguishing essentials from non- 
essentials; clinical instinct depends upon this faculty 
and not upon any sixth sense or psychic power. The 
facility for observing the appearances in health 
enabled one to pick out deviations from the average. 
This might be physiological or pathological but it 
must be assumed to be the latter until adequate 
reasons for the contrary were forthcoming. Some 
deviations from the average were noticed readily, 
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others required training. There was an average gait, 
an average method of lying in bed, an average way of 
saying good morning. If there were not an average 
behaviour how would the bachelor, the spinster, and 
the only child be Such 
myxeedema, Grave’s disease, chorea, nephritis, general 
paresis, and Parkinsonism depend for early diagnosis 
upon the recognition of slight deviations from the 
average. Facial expressions also must be carefully 
observed for they enabled one to test the things the 
patient said.

MEDICAL CURRICULUM OF THE VARIOUS UNIVERSITIES IN INDIA

In response to the requests of the people of the 
Telugu district the Government of Madras early in 
1923 decided to establish a Medical College at Viza- 
gapatam and applied to the University of Madras for 
affiliation for the granting of the M.B., B.S. degree. 
Until suitable buildings could be erected, it was decid- 
ed to utilize the building originally built for a medi- 
cal schoo] by the generosity of Sri Maharanee Lady 
Goday Chittijanakiammal Gajapathi Rao Garu. 


The college opened on July Ist, 1923 in this 
building, departments being arranged for Physics, 
Chemistry, Biology, Anatomy and Physiology.

One block of buildings containing 40 beds for 
Maternity patients and for patients suffering from 
gynecological complaints has been constructed and 
it was occupied in March, 1928.

A Venereal block, a Hospital for Infectious Dis- 
eases, Hospital for patients suffering from Tuberculous 
Diseases and an up-to-date patient block will soon be 
added. 


There is a Medical Hospital containing 102 beds 
situated at Waltair, about three miles from the King 
George Hospital, Vizagapatam. This has been at- 
tached to the Medical College for giving clinical in- 
struction to the students in Menta] Diseases.

BOMBAY UNIVERSITY 


THE GRANT MEDICAL COLLEGE, BOMBAY 


History 


This College was established in the year 1845, 
as a tribute to the memory of the late Sir Robert 
Grant, Governor of Bombay, with whom the system 
of instruction pursued in it originated. The object of 
its establishment is ‘‘to impart, through a scientific 
system, the benefit of medical instruction to the 
natives of Western India.’’ A moiety of the cost of 
the building was defrayed by Sir Robert Grant’s 
friends, the remainder by Government. The funds for 
the support of the College, with the exception of 
certain endowments for the encouragement of 
deserving students, are contributed by Government. 


The College provides for Medical Education for— 


(1) Graduates and Undergraduates of the Bombay 
and other recognised Universities for Medical Degrees. 


(2) Members of the European and Anglo-Indian 
Communities for the grade of Military Assistant 
Surgeon, Indian Medical Department. 


(3) Undergraduates and others for the diplomas 
of M.C.P.8., and L.C.P.8. (Bombay), provided there 
is accommodation. 


Formerly the College conferred upon its students 
a diploma or licence to practise medicine and the 
designation ‘‘Graduate of Grant Medical College.”’ 
Upon the establishment of the University of Bombay 
in 1860, the College ceased to grant diplomas and 
became affiliated to the University as a College for 
Medical Education.

Admissions are granted once a year only to the 
number of one hundred and twenty only. 


The Qualifying Examination for admission is 
Intermediate Science Examination of the Bombay 
University Group (B) comprising the subjects of 
Chemistry, Physics and Biology, or an equivalent 
examination of some other University as recognised 
by the Bombay University. 


N. B.—Precedence is given to candidates born in 
the Bombay Presidency or of families derived there- 
from who have received their preliminary education 
at a College affiliated to the University of Bombay. 
As long as the number of such applications for 
admission suffices to fill up all the vacancies, candi- 
dates from other Universities will not be accepted. 


Government have, however, directed that 10 per 
cent. of the vacancies shall be allotted each to 
Mahomedans and Hindus of the Backward Classes 
and 10 per cent. to Female Candidates, irrespective 
of their position in the pass-lists of the qualifying 
examination. Hindu Candidates, who desire to take 
advantage of this privilege, must state their caste 
carefully. 
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Students from Sind will be selected by the 
Director of Health Services and Inspector-General of 
Prisons, Sind, Karachi, to whom applications for 
admissions must be addressed. 

Right seats in the Grant Medical 
Bombay, shall be reserved primarily for  extra- 
provincial students. Those local Governments and 
the Indian States which are desirous of reserving 
seats in the College for students coming from their 
respective areas shall, for each academic year in 
respect of the regular medical course, pay a capita- 
tion fee of Rs. 1,000 per student. The capitation fee 
of Rs. 1,000/- will include the usual fees payable by 
such students. 

The Government of India shall pay a capitation 
fee of Rs. 1,000/- per annum inclusive of the usuai 
fees for the Military Medical students for whom seats 
will be reserved in the College. The number of seats 
so reserved shall not exceed 5. 

An additional contribution of Rs. 500/- per term 
will be paid in the case of each student for keeping 
any additional term after failure. 


The capitation fee for a student shall be paid 
even in the case of his illness or failure in the 
examination, unless he is absent throughout the whole 
of the academic year. If the student is dismissed, 
the capitation fee shall be paid for the year of dis- 
missal but not for subseauent years. 

Residence of Students—Residence in the College 
hostel is compulsory in the case of all students after 
June Ist, 1931, if seats in the hostel are available, 
unless they are living with their parents or guardians 
in Bombay. The Principal of the College has, how- 
ever, power to grant exemption from the operation of 
this rule in the case of poor students whose means 
do not permit of their residing in the hostel.

Fees—The scale of fees is as below:— 
(1) An entrance fee of Rs. 25/-. 


(2) A fee of Rs. 67/- per term for each of the 
three terms in the year, to be paid in advance at the 
beginning of each term. 

In the case of students from outside the Bombay 
Presidency and from the Indian States an increased 
fee of Rs. 107/- per term for each of the three terms 
in the year shall be charged instead of the existing 
fee of Rs. 67/- per term with effect from June, 1933. 
In the case of the students from other provinces and 
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Indian States admitted from June, 1938, and later, a 
capitation fee of Rs. 1,000 per annum, exclusive of 
other fees, and Rs. 500/- for each term they are 
required to repeat after failure, is paid by the Province 

or by the Indian State concerned. 

(3) For students entering upon the second year 
of their course of study a fee of Rs. 10/- for Practica! 
Physiology, to be paid at the beginning of the term 
with the regular college fees. 


(4) During the 3rd, 4th and 5th years of study. 
a fee of Rs. 16/- per term for Hospital practice, at 
the Jamsetjee Jeejeebhoy and allied Hospitals, to be 
paid with the regular College fees at the commence- 
ment of each term. 

(5) For students entering upon their third year a 
fee of Rs. 40/- for courses of instruction in Infectious 
Diseases and Vaccination. 


ScHoLARSHIPS, MEDALS AND PRIZEs 


The following is the arrangement ‘for the allot- 
ment of College Endowment Scholarships, Medals and 
Prizes :— , 

(a) To be awarded in June to the newly admitted 
first year poor deserving students—7 scholarships. 


(b) To be awarded for general proficiency to the 
first year students on the results of their terminal 
examination in March—6 scholarships tenable for 
6 months and 1 prize. 

(c) To be awarded to the 2nd year students on

a student of Bhandari Hindu Community and 4 special 
prizes for Physiology and Anatomy. 

(d) To be awarded to the 8rd year students on 
the results of the terminal examination—6_ scholar- 
ships for general proficiency and 1 special prize for 
proficiency in Materia Medica. 


(e) To be awarded to the 4th year students on 
the results of the terminal examination—5 scholar- 
ships for general proficiency, 6 special scholarships 
for proficiency in Medicine, Surgery and Midwifery, 
2 special medals for proficiency in Jurisprudence and 
Hygiene and 1 prize for Pathology. 


(f) To be awarded to the Sth year students on 
the results of the final M.B., B.S. examination in

post-graduate study and 17 prizes and medals for 
general proficiency and proficiency in special sub- 
jects.

SETH GORDHANDAS SUNDERDAS MEDICAL COLLEGE 


History 


The College was named after the late Seth 
Gordhandas Sunderdas whose trustees gave in his 
memory a donation of about Rs. 14,50,000/- on cer- 
tain conditions, the principal one being that the 
College should be staffed by well qualified independ- 
ent Indian gentlemen not in Government service. 
The College was opened in June, 1925 and is main- 
tained by the Bombay Municipal Corporation. The 
College is affiliated to the University of Bombay for 
the courses of studies for the M.B., B.S. degrees as 
well as for all the post-graduate degrees and diplomas 
in the Medical Faculty. It is also recognised for 
various examinations by the London University, 
the Conjoint Board, the Royal College of Surgeons 
(Eng.) ete. 

ConTROLLING AUTHORITY 


The administration of the College is in the hands 
of. the Dean who is responsible for its efficient 
management. In matters concerning the appoint- 
ment of the medical staff and the arrangement of the 
courses of study he has the assistance of the Advisory 
Medical Board consisting of the representatives of the 
Professorial and Honorary Staff.

The annual cost of maintaining the College comes 
to above Rs. 2,50,000/- a part of which is met from

ADMISSION 


Candidates must have attained the age of 17 
years or will attain that age during the first term 
of the curriculum and must have passed the Inter- 
mediate Science Examination in Physics, Chemistry 
(including Organic Chemistry) and Biology of the 
Bombay University or an equivalent examination of 
another recognised University or Board. 

Lectures are usually held in the mornings from 
8 to 9 a.m. and in the afternoons from 12 noon to 
2 p.m. and occasionally from 3-30 to 4-30 p.m. 
while the hospital work and practical work are done 
from 9 to 11-30 a.m. and 2 to 3-30 p.m. 

A Hostel for male students is provided in the 
College compound and accommodates about 144 
students. A Hostel for 28 lady students is also 
provided in an adjacent compound. 

Fees—The tuition fee comes to about Rs. 201/- 
per year; the entrance fee being Rs. 25/-.

Lirprary, Museum ANp LaBoRATORIES 


A library is provided for the use of the staff and 
students of the College. It is open from 9 a.m. to 
5 p-m. An amount of Rs. 1,800/- is approximately 
spent every year for the purchase of medical Journals, 
and new books worth Rs. 2,500/- on an average are 
being added to the library. 


A separate Museum building is provided for 
housing various museum specimens out of a dona- 
tion of Rs. 1,10,000/- given by the Trustees of the 
late Seth Jamnadas Lallubhai Charities in the year 
1931. Pathological specimens as well as_ those 
demonstrating skin and venereal diseases and _ those 
on Public Health and others pertaining to Medical 
Jurisprudence and Toxicology are kept in the 
Museum. A number of diapositives of skiagrams 
are also exhibited. 


Anatomical and Embryological specimens are 


kept in two separate halls in the Main College build- 


ing. 

Laboratories are furnished for the use of the

The King Edward VII Memorial Hospital accom- 
modates 370 beds at present and the Bombay Muni- 
cipal Corporation have approved of its extension by 
106 beds. Besides this, there are two more hospitals 
where a clinical instruction is imparted to the students 
of the College: one is the Nowrosji Wadia Maternity 
Hospital which was completed in 1927 and has 150 
beds and an ante-natal department, and the other is 
the Bai Jerbai Wadia Hospital for Children which was 
completed in 1929 and accommodates 126 beds and a 
solarium. Both these hospitals owe their origin to the 
princely donation of the Wadia brothers, amounting 
to Rs. 40,42,865/-.

tion at a recognised hospital or (4) of having held an 
approved appointment at a hospital for 6 months 
(for Branch 1) or an approved pathological appoint- 
ment for 12 months (for Branch II) or an aproved 
appointment in Obstetrics and Gynecology for 6 
months (for Branch III) or an approved appointment 
at a Pharmacological institute for 12 months (for 
Branch IV) subsequent to passing the examination 
for the M.B., B.S. degree. A candidate may present 
himself for M.D. Examination after an interval of one 
year since graduating provided he has graduated in

himself for examination. 


The candidate has to transmit to the Registrar 
two months before the examination a thesis embody- 
ing the results of his research and having definite rela- 
tion to the branch of medicine in which he is a candi- 
date. If the thesis is accepted the candidate is 
allowed to take the examination. If the thesis is 
judged of sufficient excellence by the examiners, the 
candidate may be exempted from a part or the 
whole of the written examination.

MASTER OF SURGERY 


Every candidate for the M. S. degree must have 
taken the M.B., B.S. degree of Bombay University 
or of any University recognised by it not less than 
2 years previously and he should send to the Regis- 
trar a certificate either (1) of h»ving been engaged 
in continuous professional practice for not less than 
five years or (2) having been engaged in conti- 
nuous practice in a recognised hospital for not less 
than three years (one of the years in 1 and 2 at least 
must have been spent in post-graduate study of 
surgery) or (3) of having spent at least two years in 
post-graduate study of surgery at a recognised hospital 
or (4) of having held for at least 6 months an approv- 
ed appointment in surgery at a recognised hospital. 

A candidate may present himself for M. S. 
Examination after an interval of one year since 
graduating, provided he has graduated in the first 
class and spent one year in the post-graduate study 
of surgery and taken a course of regional anatomy 
and operative surgery on the cadaver at a recognised 
hospital. 

The candidate has to transmit to the Registrar 
two months before the examination a thesis embody- 
ing the results of his research and having definite 
relation to a branch or branches of Surgery. If the 
thesis is accepted the candidate is allowed to take 
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the examination. If the thesis is judged of sufficient 
excellence by the examiners, the candidate may be 
exempted from a part or the whole of the written 
examination. 


The candidate is examined in surgery in all its 
branches and the examination will consist of— 


Two papers in Surgery; 


One paper in Pathology including Bacteriology 
and Surgical Anatomy; 


An essay on one of the two subjects in Surgery 
including the History of Surgery; 


A clinical examination; 
Operation on the cadaver; 


An oral and practical examination of pathalogical 
specimens and X-ray skiagrams. 


The examination fee is Rs. 200/-. 


DIpLoMa IN OPHTHALMOLOGY 


The examination is open to graduates in medicine 
and surgery of the University of Bombay or any 
University recognised for this purpose provided the 
candidate has been engaged for not less than one year 
in the post-graduate study of ophthalmology at a re- 
cognised hospital and has attended the clinical 
practice of a recognised ophthalmic hospital for 
a period of 12 months and has also attended at an 
institution recognised by the Bombay University for 
the purposes of the M.B., B.S. Examination courses 
of study in optics, anatomy and physiology of the 
eye, pathology and bacteriology with special refer- 
ence to ophthalmic medicine and surgery and ophthal- 
mic operative surgery. 

The examination is partly written and partly 
viva voce and practical. There are four papers in the 
written examination as follows :— 

1. Anatomy, Physiology and Optics. 

2. Bacteriology and Pathology of the Eye. 

8. Ophthalmic Medicine and Surgery. 

4. Relation of Ophthalmology to general medi- 
cine. 


The examination fee is Rs. 200/-. 


BacHELoR oF HYGIENE 


A candidate for admission to this examination, 
must have passed the M.B. B.S. Examination of the 
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University of Bombay or of any other recognised 
University or the L.M.S. Examination of the Univer- 
sity of Bombay not less than a year previously and 
has attended an approved course of instruction in the 
subjects of public health. 


The examination is held in two parts both of 
which may be passed at the same time or separately. 
Part I will consist of 2 papers and a practical examina- 
tion in the Laboratory work and viva voce examina- 
tion and will comprise the elements of chemistry, 
physics and geology, the elements of meteorology, 
principles of building construction, sanitary engineer- 
ing, dietetics, bacteriology of air, water, food and soil, 
animal parasitology and immunity. Part II will con- 
sist of two papers, a practical and a viva voce 
examination and will comprise the following subjects— 
Laws and Statutes relating to Public Health—General 
Epidemiology methods applicable to the Medical

—Vital statistics. 


The examination fee is Rs. 75/-. 


Doctor oF HYGIENE 


The examination is open only to such candidates 
as have passed at least two years previously the 
examination of Bachelor of Hygiene of Bombay 
University or equivalent examination of another 
university and subsequent to obtaining the latter 
qualification, have attended outdoor and indoor work 
of a Medical officer of health for one year under the 
supervision of an approved health officer (H. O. of 
Bombay, Calcutta, Madras are approved) or have been 
employed for at least one year as Health Officer of a 
town of not less than 100,000 inhabitants.

CALCUTTA UNIVERSITY 


MEDICAL COLLEGE OF BENGAL 


History 


The College was established as a result of the 
recommendations made by the Medical Board drawing 
the attention of the Government of India in the 
Military Department to the desirability and necessity 
for the establishment of a medical institution in the 
Presidency to meet the demands of the various 
Station Hospitals and treatment of the people which 
at that time entirely depended upon Kavirajes and 
Hakims. The recommendations were very favourably 
received and early in 1835 the foundation of the 
Medical College of Bengal was laid by abolish- 
ing the native institutions attached to the Sanskrit 
College, the Madrassa and the native medical institu- 
tion where medical instruction used to be imparted 
more or less on indigenous lines without any proper 
equipment. The Medical College of Bengal can claim 
to be the first medical institution which combined 
instruction in preliminary sciences with clinical train- 
ing in all the medical subjects, viz., medicine, surgery, 
and midwifery, superseding the practice of training 
students in special subjects according to their choice 
after their having passed the preliminary scientific 
subjects. In this respect the Medical College of 
Bengal may very appropriately be termed as the 
pioneer institution giving all-round instruction to all 
candidates joining it. 

The College was affiliated to the Calcutta Univer- 
sity in 1857 and it was in 1861 that students graduated 
for the first time. At present the College is affiliated 
to the M. B. degree of the Calcutta University. 


Controlling Authority—Government of Bengal. 


Budget—The annual cost of maintaining the 
College is about 4,19,000 a part of which is met from 
the income deriving from fees from students, etc., 
amounting to about 2,00,000.

ADMISSION 


Two classes of students admitted to the 


College :—

Civil Pupils’ Class—Admission to this class is 
restricted to students, male or female, who were born 
within or whose parents are domiciled within the 
territorial jurisdiction of the Calcutta University. 
Three students are also eligible for admission from 
the Dacca University area and three from the Dacca 
Intermediate Board. Students from other provinces 
and from Indian States for whom places have been 
reserved are also eligible for admission to the College. 


Only students who intend to take the M. B. 
Examination of the Calcutta University are admitted 
to this class. 

Military Pupils’ Class.—Only European or Anglo- 
Indian students are admitted to this class. Their 
admission is regulated by the Director-General, Indian 
Medical Service. 


The minimum preliminary qualification for ad- 
mission is a First Class Pass certificate of the I. Se. 
Examination of the Calcutta University with Physics, 
Chemistry and Mathematics or an examination recog- 
nised as equivalent to it. This rule may be relaxed 
in favour of Muhammadan students, and such candi- 
dates having passed the said examinations in the 
Second Division may be admitted provided they are 
otherwise considered suitable to make up the number 
allotted for the Muhammadan students. In assessing 
the claims of those eligible for admission special 
weight will be attached to proficiency in English. 


Female students with requisite qualifications will 
be admitted to the College, provided there is a 
vacancy in the Swarnamoyee Hostel in which all 
female students must reside. 


For special reason to be recorded in writing the 
Principal may allow any female student to reside 
outside this hostel. 


Female students studying in the College but 
belonging to Provinces other than Bengal and not 
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domiciled in Bengal will pay rents for accommodation 
in the Swarnamoyee Hostel. 


All male students (civil) other than those who 
are living with their parents or their guardians must 
reside in one of the attached messes of the College 
unless permitted in writing by the Principal to reside 
elsewhere. 

The session commences with the summer terms 
which begins on the 15th June and ends on the day 
before the commencement of the Durga Puja holidays. 
The winter term commences on the day after the 
close of the Durga Puja holidays and ends on the 
31st March. 

All new students must apply for admission to the 
Principal, Medical College, Calcutta, in the pre- 
scribed form, available in his office before the 25th 
May, except in the following cases :— 


(a) Students from other provinces for which 
places are reserved should apply to the Inspector- 
General, Civil Hospitals, or Director of Public Instruc- 
tion, as the case may be, of those provinces for 
admission within such dates as those officers may 
prescribe. 


(b) The candidates from Indian States will be 
nominated by the States themselves. 


(c) Students from the Dacca University area will 
be selected as follows :— 


(i) Three students will be selected by the Dacca 
University and 

(ii) Three students by the Chairman of the Dacca 
Intermediate and Secondary Education Board. 


The number of civil students to be admitted each 
year is 105.

Preference for admission will usually be given to 
candidates who have superior qualifications,, but the 
final selection lies entirely with the Selection Com- 
mittee appointed by Government. ; 
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Besides the students nominated by the Indian 
States, one student will be nominated by the Inspector- 
General of Civil Hospitals, Central Provinces, six 
students (including one female student) by the 
Inspector-General, Civil Hospitals, Assam, and six 
by the authorities of the Dacca University and the 
Chairman of the. Dacca Intermediate and Secondary 
Education Board. 


The remaining vacancies shall be filled up by the 
Selection Committee specially appointed Ly the 
Government from year to year. This Selection Com- 
mittee will be the authority to select candidates 
belonging to Bengal. 


Every student selected by the Selection Com- 
mittee for admission shall be examined medically in 
the Medical College, have his health card filled up and 
be passed fit before his fees are accepted, provided 
that if it is proposed to reject any student on the 
ground of his being medically unfit as a result of 
such examination, such decision shall not take effect 
unless it is sanctioned by a majority -of votes of the 
members of the medical profession on the Selection 
Committee. 

Of the total number of candidates nominated by 
the Selection Committee at least one-fourth should 


‘ be Muhammadans, if a suitable number of qualified 


candidates belonging to that community can be 
obtained.

All civil students admitted after 1925-26 will pay 
Rs. 200/- in two instalments, viz., Rs. 100/- for the 
summer term and Rs. 100/- for the winter term. They 
must also pay the annual Athletic Club fee of Rs. 4/- 
(with the exception of female students) and any 
caution money due for attendance at practical classes 
along with the fees for their summer term. 


The fee for post-graduate students undergoing a 
course of training in the Pathological, Bacteriological, 
Physiological or Chemical Laboratory is Rs. 90/- for 
a period not exceeding six months. 
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Students who hold scholarships awarded by the 
Government of Bengal and Government scholarships 
awarded by the Board of Intermediate and Secondary 
Education, Dacca, and holders of the Mohsin scholar- 
ships, are not required to pay the annual fee of 
Rs. 200/- for the year in which they hold such 
scholarships, if they are natives of Bengal or if their 
parents are domiciled in Bengal.

(e) Ten scholarships of Rs. 12/- each with free 
tuition tenable for one year are awarded to the first 
ten students on the result of the text examination 
of the Fifth-year Class, provided such students also 
pass the Third M.B. Examination of the Calcutta 
University at the first attempt. 

Note:—Only students of Bengal are allowed to 
compete for these scholarships.

If on account of the death, resignation or dis-

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CARMICHAEL MEDICAL COLLEGE, CALCUTTA. 


History 


This College, the first non-official recognised 
Medical College in India, came into existence in 1916. 
The affiliation to the University of Calcutta in the 
Preliminary Scientific M. B. standard was obtained in 
April, 1916. The institution that developed into this 
College was at the time of affiliation known as the 
Calcutta Medical School and College of Physicians 
and Surgeons of Bengal. It has its origin in the year 
1886. The school continued in a rented house for 
seventeen years. The bulk of the present site was 
bought in 1896 and the School was removed to 
Belgachia in 1903. The curriculum was modified in 
1887 and framed according to that of the Government 
medical schools. The name was also changed to 
‘“* Calcutta Medical School.’’ For clinical instruction 
the students used to attend the Mayo Hospital from 
the year 1888. The Albert Victor Hospital with 
40 beds in 1902 increased to 100 in 1909. The College 
of Physicians and Surgeons of Bengal, another private 
institution started in 1885 aiming at medical education 
of the collegiate standard, amalgamated with it in 
1908. The combined institution was now called the 
Caleutta Medical School and College of Physicians 
and Surgeons of Bengal, and continued to do useful 
work till session 1917-18. 


The Government of India then decided to render 
financial help to the present institution at Belgachia 
with a view to its ultimate affiliation to the 
University of Calcutta. Negotiations were opened 
between the Government and the representatives of 
the institution in May, 1913 and a scheme was 
framed the main conditions of which were that the 
Government offered to give a capital grant of 5 lakhs, 
provided the Committee raised 2 lakhs from the 
public and a recurring grant of Rs. 50,000 provided 
they got Rs. 30,000 a year from the Calcutta Corpora- 
tion and Rs. 10,000 annually from the University. 
The authorities had great difficulties in fulfilling the 
conditions of the Secretary of State and in obtaining 
affiliation of the University. However, at last these 
struggles were over and the difficulties overcome and 
the first affiliation to the University of Calcutta was 
obtained in April, 1916. The College was formally 
opened as Belgachia Medical College by Lord 
Carmichael, Governor of Bengal on the 5th July, 1916. 


In July, 1917, the College was affiliated up to the 
standard of the First M. B, Examination. The 
affiliation of the- College was extended to the Final 
M. B. Examination in July, 1919. Students of the 
College appeared for the Final M. B. Examination for 
the first time in April, 1922. 

The College curricula are in accordance with the 
M. B. Examination rules in the Regulations of the 
Calcutta University. The College was named after 
Lord Carmichael on April 1919. 


Controlling Authority—The government of the 
College is now vested in a Council consisting of 
14 members of whom 8 are nominated by Government 
and 3 by the Corporation of Calcutta. The Principal 
is a member ez-officio. Of the remaining, 6, 3 are 
elected by the College and the Hospital staff, and 3 
by the members of the Society. The tenure of 
membership is one year or till the next Annual 
General Meeting of the Society. 

Budget—The estimated working expenditures for 
the College for the year 1938-39 is Rs. 1,80,000.

A very large number of specimens, models, 
instruments, etc., has been collected for the Museum 
and grouped under the following heads of subjects., 
viz., Pathology (Medicine, Surgery, Obstetrics and 
Gynecology), Hygiene, Anatomy, Materia Medica, 
Botany and Zoology. The Pathological collection is 
fairly completed and a catalogue has been prepared. 


There are well-fitted laboratories for the Practical 
instruction of students and for research work by 
the staff attached to the Departments of Chemistry 
Physics, Botany, Zoology, Pharmacy, Pathology, 
Bacteriology and Bio-Chemistry.

LUCKNOW UNIVERSITY 


KING GEORGE’S MEDICAL COLLEGE, LUCKNOW 


History 


It is a non-Government institution founded, on 
the initiative of late Raja Sir Tasadduq Rasul Khan, 
K.c.8.1., of Jehangirabad, to commemorate the visit 
to India in 1905 of the late King-Emperor, George V 
(then Prince of Wales). The foundation stone was 
laid by His Royal Highness the Prince of Wales in 
1906 and on his second visit to India for the Corona- 
tion Durbar as King-Emperor His Majesty was 
pleased to give his consent to designate the College as 
‘‘The King George’s Medical College, Lucknow.” 
The College began its first session in October, 1911 in 
the building constructed for the purpose, comprising 
a fine administrative block, an Anatomical block, 
a combined Pathological and Physiological block and 
a Medico-legal Department. The construction of the 
King George’s Hospital, which is attached to the 
College, was completed in 1913. This Hospital has 
an isolation block and separate cottage wards in 
addition to the main Hospital Block. A feature of 
the College is its excellent and well-arranged Patho- 
logy Museum. 

The total! cost of the construction of the College 
and its associated hospitals came to about 30 lakhs 
of rupees which was met by public donations and a 
grant of 10 lakhs of rupees by the Government of 
India. 

The first batch of students qualified in 1916. The 
College remained affiliated to the University of 
Allahabad till 1921 when it was attached to the 
Lucknow University for purposes of examinations and 
control. 


A Provincial Hygiene Institute, complete with 
lecture theatre, museum, laboratories and facilities for 
research, was constructed in 1928 at a cost of 
Rs. 8,36,000, and the University decided to give a 
Diploma in Public Health. The Institute can train 
20 D. P. H. students, in addition to those trained for 
the State Board Examination, 75 candidates for 
Sanitary Inspectors’ certificate and a class of Lady 
Health Visitors. 


Controlling Authority—Lucknow University. 

Budget—The tota] expenditure for maintaining 
the College is about Rs. 4,18,458, a part of which is 
derived from fees from students, etc. 

Total number of students is 283. 


ADMISSION 


48 students are admitted to the College each year. 
Candidates desirous of admission to the College must 
have passed the Intermediate Examination in Science 
with Chemistry, Physics and Biology of the Board of 
High School and Intermediate Education, United 
Provinces, or Rajputana (including Ajmer-Merwara), 
Central India and Gwalior, or the ‘Intermediate 
Examination of an Indian University incorporated by 
any law for the time being in force. Selection is 
made by means of a competitive examination called 
the Pre-medical test. Candidates are also examined 
physically. Two seats are reserved for women students 
and 3 for students from Indian States and other pro- 
vinces which have no medical colleges of their own, 
provided that such a student obtains one of the first 
48 places at the Pre-medical test and the Provincial 
Government or the Indian State concerned agrees 
(i) to pay an annual capitation charge of Rs. 2,000 per 
student, the student being required to pay the ordinary 
fees like other students and (ii) to recruit its medical 
service from the graduates of the Lucknow University.

POST-GRADUATE DEGREES AND DIPLOMAS 


M. D. & M. 8. DeGreEEs 


No candidate is admitted to the degree of 
Doctor of Medicine or of Master of Surgery unless he 
has first obtained the M.B., B.S. degree of the 
University of Lucknow and until three academic years 
have elapsed since taking the degree. This period 
may be reduced by one year in the case of a candidate 
who has devoted, subsequent to graduation, at least 
one year in practical study of hospital work in the 
special department selected by him or who has 
obtained Honours at the final M.B., B.S. examina- 
tion or has obtained distinction in Medicine (in case 
of a candidate for M.D.) or Surgery (in the case of a 
candidate for M.S.). 
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The M. D. or M. S. degree is conferred after the 
acceptance of a thesis and after passing an examina- 
tion. The candidate has to select a special subject 
for examination and for presenting his thesis. 


For the degree of M.D.: (1) Medicine. (2) 
Pathology. (3) Forensic Medicine. (4) State Medicine. 
(5) Pharmacology. (6) Physiology. 

For the degree of M.S.: (1) Surgery. 
thalmology. (3) Obstetrics. (4) Anatomy. 
The M.D. Examination consists of 2 parts: 

Part I. One paper in the special subject selected 
by the candidate, One paper in medicine including 
Medical Pathology. 


(2) Oph- 
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Part II. An oral and a practical examination in 
the subject selected by the candidate. 

A clinical, an oral and a practical examination in 
Medicine and Medical Pathology. 

The examination fee is Rs. 200/-. 


The M. 8. Examination consists of 2 parts: 

Part I. One paper in the subject selected by the 
candidate. One paper in Surgery including Surgical 
Pathology. 
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Part II. An Oral and a Practical examination in 
the subject selected by the candidate. 

A Clinical, an Oral and a Practical examination in 
Surgery and Surgical Pathology including operations 
on Cadaver and including also the use of special 
methods for diagnosis and treatment. 

The examination fee is Rs. 200/-. 

A medical graduate of Lucknow University of not 
less than 10 years’ standing may proceed to the 
M. D. or M. 8. degree by a thesis only. 


MADRAS UNIVERSITY 


MADRAS MEDICAL COLLEGE 


History 
The Madras Medical College was founded as a 
Medical School by the Right Hon’ble Sir Frederick 
Adam, k.c.B., by an Order of Government, dated the 


13th February, 1835, and it opened its first session 
with 10 medical apprentices and 11 Indian pupils on 
the 1st July, 1835. The first curriculum of studies 
embraced Anatomy, Materia Medica, Medicine and 
Surgery, the duration of the course being two years. 
As the School continued its work, additional pro- 
fessorships were sanctioned for Anatomy, Physiology, 
Midwifery, Ophthalmology and Chemistry and the 
duration of the course was extended to 3 years. Pri- 
vate students were first admitted in 1838. The 
School at this period consisted of three departments : 
(1) Private and stipendiary students with a five-year 
course, (2) Apprentices qualifying for the Apothecary 
grade, four-year course, and (3) Medical pupils quali- 
fying for Second Grade Dresser of the Medical Depart- 
ment, with a three-year course. The designation 
of ‘‘College’’ was given in 1850 and the Institution 
became ‘‘The Madras Medical College’, under the 
control of the Medical Board and of the Head of the 
Medical Department. It was placed in 1855 under 
the supervision of the Director of Public Instruction. 

The college remained an independent body till 
1863 when it was affiliated to the Madras University. 
It was the first college to admit women students in 
1875, a year which also saw the institution of the 
L.M. & 8. degree. The L.M. & S. degree was abolish- 
ed in 1925. The grade of Lady Apothecary was also 


abolished and the period of study for the M.B., B.S. 
degree was extended to 54 years with the introduc- 
tion of the 6 months’ pre-registration course. The 
College at present affords instruction for the M.B., 
B.S. degree of the University of Madras, for the 
B.S. Sc. degree, and Licentiate in Public Health, for 
the Sanitary Inspectors, Chemists and Druggists and 
for post-graduates in various subjects. 


CoNnTROLLING AUTHORITY 


The Government of the Madras Medical College 
shall be vested in a Principal, aided by a consultative 
council composed of all the professors and of any 
other members who may be appointed by the Govern- 
ment, subject to the general control of the Surgeon 
General with the Government of Madras. 

Budget—tThe total expenditure in a year exceeds 
Rs. 5,80,000, a part of which viz., about 2,00,000 is 
derived from fees from students, etc. 

Number of Students—about 700.

ADMISSION 


Candidates wishing to enter the M.B., B.S. 
section must have passed the Intermediate Examina- 
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tion in Arts and Science of this University, taking 
Physics and Chemistry or an examination accepted 
by the Syndicate of the Madras University as 
equivalent thereto. 


Candidates for admission to the College are 


selected annually by a Committee appointed for the 
purpose, preference being given to those domiciled in 
Madras Presidency. Candidates seeking admission 
must have completed 17 years of age on or before 
the date of registration as a medical student. The 
number of seats ordinarily reserved. for non-Madrasi 
candidates is 11, 6 being earmarked for Travancore 
State, 2 for Cochin State, 1 for Pudukottah Durbar 
and 2 for areas. other than Travancore and Cochin, 
preference being given to applicants from Bangana- 
palli and Sandur. The States of Travancore and 
Cochin are authorised to select their own candidates 
provided they possess the minimum educational quali- 
fications. Additional seats, if available, are allotted 
to candidates from Travancore and Cochin. 


Of the seats allotted to Madras candidates, 45 
per cent. go to the candidates from Telugu Districts, 
and the remaining 10 per cent. to candidates from 
the same percentage to those from Tamil Districts 
West Coast; 41 per cent. being allotted to non-Brah- 
min Hindus, 17 per cent. to Brahmins and Moham- 
medans each, an equal percentage to Christians, Anglo- 
Indians and non-Asiatics, and the remaining 8 per 
cent. to other communities including scheduled class- 
es. Candidates from the same community in the 
same linguistic area are selected according to their 
educational qualifications. Generally 20 to 25 women 
students are admitted every year; the question of 
reservation of seats for them is under consideration. 


Fees—Pre-registration Course for six months in 
Inorganic Chemistry, Physics and Biology :—

Students not belonging to the Madras Presidency 
should pay at twice the above rate. 


Prizes, ScHoLARSHIPS AND MEDALS 


The following is the allotment of prizes and 
medals available to the students of the Madras 
Medical College. 


(1) Awarded by the College Council and the 
Surgeon General with the Government of Madras: 


There are special prizes for proficiency in various 
subjects such as 1} for general proficiency, 3 in clinical 
surgery and clinical medicine, 3 in surgery, 2 in 
medicine, 2 in obstetrics and gynecology, 1 in 
children’s diseases, 1 in pathology and 1 in practical 
and theoretical bacteriology. 

For military medical students there is a_ special 
prize for proficiency in clinical surgery and clinical 
medicine. 


Three special prizes for proficiency in anatomy, 
1 for physiology, 1 for pharmacology, and 1 for in- 
organic chemistry for the junior students. 


(2) Awarded by the Dufferin Fund for the lady 
student standing first at the final examination. 


(3) Awarded by the Madras University : 


There are three special prizes for general profi- 
ciency, 1 for surgery, 1 for obstetrics and gynecology 
and 1 for surgery and medicine. 


For the female candidates there is one special 
prize for general proficiency and one for proficiency in 
midwifery and diseases special to women and the new- 
born. There is also a special prize for the best 
Muhammedan student passing out of the College. 


The following scholarships are available for the 
students of the Madras Medical College: 


1. Captain Doraiswami’s Scholarships of Rs. 10 
per month, to be awarded to two poor Brahman 
students, one in his fourth year regular course of 
study of the M.B., B.S. class and one in his final 
year M.B., B.S. class.

of the Principal.

8. The Maharaja of Cochin Scholarship of 
Rs. 45 per month to be awarded by the University 
and is tenable for such minimum period as may be 
required to enable the holder to qualify for the 
degree of M.B., B.S. or of B.E. 

9. The Maharaja of Travancore Scholarship of 
Rs. 45 per month to be awarded by the University 
and is tenable for such minimum period as may be 
required to enable the holder to qualify for the degree 
of M.B., B.S. or of B.E. 


10. The Anne Isabella Subrahmanyam Scholar- 
ships of Rs. 80 per month to be awarded by the 
University and is tenable for five years or for the 
period required to qualify for the M.B., B.S. degree. 


11. The Krupa Bai Sathianatham Medical 
Scholarship of Rs. 25 per month tenable for the 
period of the course for which the candidate is 
selected and is open to all women students.

STANLEY MEDICAL COLLEGE, MADRAS 


History 


The history of this institution is really the history 
of the Medical Licentiates and dates back as far as 
the days of the East India Company. Formerly these 
L.M.P.’s were styled as Dressers, later on called 
Hospital Assistants, trained under a 8 years’ course 
in the Medical College, affiliated to the Madras 
University, till 1882 when they were transferred to an 
Auxiliary Medical School at Royapuram. These 
measures proved abortive and they were again trans- 
ferred to the Medical College in 1887 but this also 
did not last long when in 1903 they were finally 
transferred to the Royapuram School. In 1904 the 
Government raised the course of training to 4 years. 
In !911 the designation of Hospital Assistants was 
changed to that of ‘‘Sub-Assistant Surgeons’’ and the 
Government ordered in 1912 that the students passing 
out of the school may affix the letters L.M.P. 
(Licensed Medical Practitioner) to their names. 
Between 1920 and 1933 the Madras Government 
abolished the Mofussil Medical Schools retaining only 
the Royapuram Medical School and the Lady 
Willingdon Medical School for Women which was 
established in 1923. In 1933 the Government sanc- 
tioned the introduction of a five years’ course for the 
L.M.P. to afford the students the opportunity of more 
thorough medical education and thereby place pro- 
fessionally on a par with those who acquire the 
Medical Diploma given by the Royal Colleges in 
England and this five years’ course was inaugurated 
by the then Governor Sir George Stanley and the 
School was named after him. 


With effect from April, 1938, the Madras Govern- 
ment closed down the Lady Willingdon Medical 


School and in view of the persistent demand of the 
Licentiates in the profession, the L.M.P. diploma was 
abolished. The status of the Stanley Medical School 
was raised to that of a college. The imauguration of 
the College was performed on 2nd July, 1938, by the 
Hon’ble Dr. T. S. 8S. Rajan, Minister of Public 
Health. Admission to the L.M.P. course has, there- 
fore, been discontinued from this official year and 
the College was affiliated to the Madras University. 

Government has approved the recommendation 
of the University Commission and the special Com- 
mittee for the formation of a Central Institute of 
Anatomy, Physiology and Bio-Chemistry and Organic 
Chemistry at the Madras Medical College and the 
students of this College will undergo courses in the 
above subjects at the Central Institute along with 
the students of the Madras Medical College. 


CoNTROLLING AUTHORITY 


The Government of the College shall be vested in 
a Principal aided by a Consultative Council composed 
of all the Heads of the departments, subject to the 
general control of the Surgeon General with the 
Government of Madras. 

Number of Students—Sixty-six candidates includ- 
ing ladies will be admitted into the College every 
year. 

Beginning of the Academic Year—The academic 
year extends over a period of nine months from July 
to March and is divided in 8 sessions of 3 months 
each. 

Degrees Granted—The College is affiliated to the 
Madras University and affords theoretical and practi- 


—_— 
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cal instruction for qualifying students for M.B., B.S. 
degree of the Madras University. 

For a few more years the existing L.M.P. students 
will continue to be taught in it. 


ADMISSION 

The College trains students for the Pre-Registra- 
tion, I, II and Final M.B., B.S. Examinations of the 
Madras University. 

Candidates for admission into the College should 
have completed seventeen years of age on or before 
registration as a medical student which will be 
subsequent to passing the pre-registration course. 

In the selection of candidates, applicants belong- 
ing to the Madras Province shall be given prefer- 
ence. 

The number of seats which can ordinarily be 
allotted to non-Madrasi candidates is _ specified 
below :— 


(1) Students sent by the Government of 
Travancore one 
(2) Students sent by the Government of 


Cochin be 
(3) Students sent by the Government of 
Pudukottai 


(4) Applicants other than those coming 
from ‘Travancore, Cochin and 
Pudukottai, preference being given 
to those from Banganapalle and 
and Sandur oss oe 


If applicants from the Native States are not 
forthcoming in any year to fill up the seats reserved 
for them, the vacant seats shall be allotted to students 
belonging to the Madras Province. 

The States of Travancore, Cochin and Pudukottai, 
if they so desire, shall have the right to select their 
own candidates for whom seats are reserved, pro- 
vided that the candidates selected possess the pre- 
scribed minimum educational qualifications. 

If a sufficient number of candidates belonging to 
the Madras Province are not forthcoming, seats can 
be allotted to candidates from Travancore, Cochin and 
Pudukottai in addition to the number reserved for 
them. 

Due regard shall be paid to the admission of 
students from backward and unrepresented communi- 
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ties and the proportion prescribed in rule 7 (a) (i) of 
the General Rules for Provincial Services for Recruit- 
ment to Services should be kept in view in this re- 
gard. 


Jn making the selection preference shall be 
given to candidates in the following order with due 
regard to the admission of unrepresented and back- 
ward communities including scheduled classes :— 


(a) Those who have taken the B. A. or B.Sc. 
degree with Physics, Chemistry, Zoology, 
Botany or Physiology as the main subject 
in the first or second class. 

(b) Those who have passed the Intermediate 
examination in the first-class with Physics, 
Chemistry and Mathematics as_ the 
optionals. 


(c) Those who have passed the Intermediate 
examination in the first class with Physics, 
Chemistry and any other subject as the 
optionals. : 

(d) Those who have passed the B.A. or B.Sc. 
degree with Physics, Chemistry, Zoology, 
Botany or Physiology as the main subject 
in the third class. 

(e) Those who have passed the Science Group in 
B.A. or B.Se., but have not qualified for 
the degree. 

(f) Those who have passed Intermediate in the 
second class with Physics, Chemistry and 
Natural Science. 

(g) Those who have passed Intermediate in the 
second class with Physics, Chemistry and 
Mathematics. 

(h) Those who have passed Intermediate in the 
second class with Physics, Chemistry and 
any other subject as optional. 

(i) Those who have passed any other examination 
accepted by the Syndicate as sufficient for 
admission to the College. 

(Note.—If any of these candidates of groups (e) and (f) 
have taken a first class in Intermediate they will be grouped 
under (b), (c) or (d) and ranked with those candidates accord- 
ing to the total marks obtained in Intermediate). 


When any vacancies occur the Principal shall 
fill them up strictly in accordance with the above 
order of preference. 


Women candidates—Thirty seats at Madras and 
three seats at Vizagapatam shall be reserved for 
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women candidates who satisfy the regulations for 
admission to the M.B. B.S. course and they shall 
be selected in the order of preference. If women 
candidates belonging to the Madras Province are not 
forthcoming in sufficient numbers, the vacant seats 
shall be allotted to men-candidates belonging to this 
province. The Principal can also admit women candi- 
dates in excess of the reserved number of seats if there 
are sufficient number of qualified candidates.

PATNA UNIVERSITY 


PRINCE OF WALES MEDICAL COLLEGE, PATNA (BIHAR) 


History 


It is a Government institution which had its 
origin in the Temple Medical School which was estab- 
lished in 1874. When the province of Bihar and 
Orissa was created in 1912, the need for a medical 
college was recognised; but, as it was not possible to 
start a medical college at that time, the provincial 
Government arranged with the Government of Bengal 
to reserve 18 seats in the Calcutta Medical College ior 
the students of this province. In 1920 the Hon’ble 
Maharajadhiraj of Darbhanga gave a donation of 
five lakhs of rupees for the establishment of a medical 
college and a sum of Rs. 9,25,000 was raised by 
public subscription. The College started functioning 
in July 1925 with 31 students in the first year class; 
other classes were opened in July 1926, and the 
students of this province studying at the Calcutta 
Medical College were admitted to these classes. Its 
present name was given to it to commemorate the 
visit to India in 1921 of His Royal Highness the 
Prince of Wales. 


Controlling Authority—Government of Bihar. 


Budget—The total expenditure for maintaining 
the College is over Rs. 2,48,000 a part of which, viz., 
about 44,000 is derived from fees from students, etc. 

Degrees Granted—M.B., B.S., M.D., M.S. 

Number of Students—Total number is about 300. 


ADMISSION 


Forty students are admitted to the 1st year class 
every year, but in special circumstances this limit is 
relaxed. Twenty seats are reserved for Beharee 
Hindus, Anglo-Indians and Christians, 8 for Moham- 
medans and 4 each for Oriyas (from Orissa), domi- 
ciled Bengales, and sons of Government servants of 
whom three must be the sons of Bengalee Govern- 
ment servants. One seat may be allotted to a 
student from the Central Provinces every sixth year 
and 2 for nominees of the Nepal Government. The 
College is open to women students, but no seats are 
reserved specifically for them. In selecting the candi- 


dates, efforts are made as far as practicable to admit 
students from the various communities with due 
regard to the representation of different districts. 


1. Application for admission to the College to- 
gether with the following certificates must be sub- 
mitted to the College Office, personally or by regis- 
tered post, by May 31st. at the latest. 


2. No candidate’s name will be registered for 
admission whose papers are incomplete or arrive in 
the College Office after the above date.

In 18387, Sir 
John Lawrence thought of establishing a medical 
college in Lahore, but financial difficulties stood in the 
way and it was not until 1860 that the College was 
started in the old Artillery Hospital in Anarkali. The 
first hospital attached to the College was located in 
the stables of Raja Suchet Singh in the Tibbi Bazar. 
In 1883 the College moved to the site of the Mayo 
Hospital The cost of constructing the College and 
the Hospital amounted to more than 40 lakhs of 
rupees which was met partly by public subscription 
and partly by Government grant. Its present name 
was given to it in 1910 to perpetuate the memory of 
King Edward VII. The Medical School formed part 
of the College till 1920 when the former was located 
at Amritsar in the interest of both the institutions.

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LADY HARDINGE MEDICAL COLLEGE, NEW DELHI 


History 


The Lady Hardinge Medical College was opened 
by Lord Hardinge on the 17th February, 1916. 


It is a residential Medical College staffed entirely 
by women, and was founded to commemorate the 
visit to Delhi, in 1911, of the Queen-Empress. Lady 
Hardinge took the initiative in raising funds, by 
public subscription, to meet the cost of buildings and 
equipment. Thirty lakhs of rupees, in all, have been 
given, for these purposes, by the princes and people 
of India. After Lady Hardinge’s death in 1914, it 
was suggested by H. I. M. Queen Mary that the 
institution should perpetuate the memory of its 
founder, by taking her name. 


The College and Hospital together with separate 
hostel for 150 medical students and 80 nurses, 
residences for the medical and teaching staff, occupy 
a site of 50 acres in New Delhi, within easy reach 
of the old city. The grounds are enclosed, and 
adequate provision is made for seclusion of both 
students and patients from outside observation. 
Strict observance of purdah cannot, however, be 
guaranteed in the case of students. As the Hospital 
patients are all women or children, it is, for example, 
necessary that students should, in their final year, 
attend a brief course of instruction on men patients 
at the Irwin Hospital, New Delhi, a modern and well- 
equipped institution. 


The Governing Body includes the Director 
General, Indian Medical Service, the Chief Com- 
missioner of Delhi, the Chief Engineer, Delhi Pro- 
vince, the Educational Commissioner with the 
Government of India, the Chief Medical Officer, 
Women’s Medical Service, a representative elected by 
the All-India Association of Medical Women, the 
Surgeon of H. E. the Viceroy, one member of the 
Council of State and two members of the Legislative 
Assembly nominated by the Government of India. 
The Honorary Secretary, who is also a member of the 
Governing Body, is the Deputy Director-General, 
Indian Medical Service. An Officer of the Indian 
Audit and Accounts Service acts as Honorary 
Treasurer.

The College and hospital are supported by a grant 
of over Rs. 8 lakhs from the Government of India, 


supplemented by grants from Provincial Governments 
and Indian States.

(a) During the first and second years students 
attend systematic lectures on Anatomy and Physio- 
logy. They work in the dissecting-room and _ receive 
practical instruction in Histology, Physiological 
Chemistry and experimental Physiology. At the end 
of second year the first professional examination is 
taken.

(b) During the third year students attend system- 
atic lectures on Pathology, including Parasitology, 
and on Materia Medica and Pharmacy. They receive 
practical instruction in Bacteriology, Clinical Patho- 
logy and Pathological Histology. They assist in the 
performance of Post-mortem examinations and receive 
instruction in Clinical methods and minor Surgery. 
At the end of this year the second professional 
examination is taken in Pathology and Materia 


Medica. 


(c) During the fourth year students attend 
systematic lectures on Gynecology and Obstetrics, 
Surgery, Medicine, including Diseases of Children, 
Hygiene, Forensic Medicine and Toxicology. They 
act as clinical clerks in the Gynecological and 
Obstetric, Surgical and Medical Units. They person- 
ally attend 20 cases of child-birth making all the 
necessary examinations. They receive instructions in 
vaccination and in the administration of Anesthetics. 
In addition they attend clinical demonstrations on 
Diseases of Man at the Civil Hospital. . At the end of 
this year the third professional examination is taken 
in Medical Jurisprudence and Hygiene. 
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(d) During the fifth year students attend system- 
atic lectures on Surgery, Medicine, including Diseases 
of Children, and on Diseases of the Eye, Ear, Nose 
and Throat. They act as clinical clerks in the 
Gynecological and Obstetric, Surgical, Medical and 
Kye, Ear, Nose and Throat Units. They attend a full 
course of Operative Surgery. A course of demonstra- 
tions on Mental Diseases is held in alternate years. 
At the end of the fifth year students take the final 
professional examinations of the degree of Bachelor 
of Medicine and Bachelor of Surgery. 

Clinical Instruction—The hospital contains 229 
beds. Arrangements in connection with the students’ 
clinical work are made by the Principal, to whom the 
students are responsible, in all matters of discipline 
and conduct, while they are working in the hospital. 


Prizes, MepaLts AND SCHOLARSHIPS 

Prizes and certificates are awarded each year, on 
the work of the session, when a_ sufficiently high 
standard has been reached. ‘Special credit is given 
for excellence in practical and clinical work. 

1. A Viceroy’s Silver Medal is awarded annually, 
by the Council of the Countess of Dufferin’s Fund, 
to the student who passes highest in the Final Pro- 
fessional Examination. 


2. A gold medal presented by H. H. The Maha- 
raja of Benares, and known as the Lady Chelmsford 
Medal, is awarded annually to the student who 
obtains the highest place in the First Professional 
Examination, provided she gains 65 per cent. of the 
aggregate number of marks.

Doctor oF MEDICINE 


The Degree of Doctor of Medicine is open to 
candidates who have passed the M.B., B.S. examina- 
tion of the University of the Punjab and subsequent 
to graduation, have completed four years’ continuous 
medical practice; or three years post-graduate attend- 
ance at a hospital recognised for the purpose, or in 
case of graduates with Honours in medicine two years’ 
post-graduate attendance at a recognised hospital.

The degree of M. S. is open to candidates who

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OSMANIA UNIVERSITY 


THE OSMANIA MEDICAL COLLEGE 


The Osmania Medical College was affiliated to 
the Osmania University, Hyderabad, Deccan, in 
1927. It provides theoretical and practical instruc- 
tion to the students qualifying for the M.B., B.S. 
degree of the Osmania University. The medium of 
instruction is Urdu. It is the only College in India 
where the medical instruction is given through the 
medium of a vernacular. The College is in charge of 
a Principal, and is governed by the Osmania Univer- 
sity Council presided over by the Vice-Chancellor. 


At present the admission to the College is limit- 
ed approximately to 20 students. The small number 
of admissions has been, so far, due to limited accom- 
modation in the practical physiology classes and a 
number of applicants had to be declined admission, 
each year, on this account. Besides the graduates 
and under-graduates of the Osmania University, appli- 
cations are received from candidates in British India. 
It is proposed to enlarge the Physiology Department 
in the near future, and arrangements are being made 
for the admission of at least 50 students. The selec- 
tion of the candidates is made by competitive 
examination in English, Urdu and Science. 


The minimum preliminary qualification necessary 
for admission to the Osmania Medical College, is the 
Intermediate Examination of the Osmania Univer- 
sity, with Physics, Chemistry (Organic and Inorganic), 
Botany and Zoology as optional subjects, or any 
examination considered equivalent to the Intermedi- 
ate Examination of the Osmania University. English 
is a compulsory subject for the Osmania University 
Intermediate examination. The College does not 
provide instruction in the natural and_ physical 
sciences. 


The course of medical studies extends over 
5 years. Each year is divided into three terms. The 
first term extends from 21st June to 18th September; 
the second from 2ist September to 16th December; 
and the third from 6th January to 31st March. The 
first two terms are called Winter Terms, and the 
third Summer Term. 


The Pharmacology and Physiology Departments 
are equipped with special apparatus for research and 
experiments on living animals. The latter depart- 
ment is also supplied with an Electro-cardiograph, 
which is available for the use of the patients, as well 
as for experimental work. 


Clinical instruction to the 
Osmania Medical College is given at the Osmania 
General Hospital which offers unlimited material for 
the purpose. Besides the medical and 
departments, the hospital contains sections for Mid-

of Children. The department for Radiology and 
Electric treatment is one of the best in India, and 
is fitted with the most up-to-date apparatus and 
instruments. One of the medical wards is in charge 
of the Professor of Pharmacology for clinical research 
in that subject. A ward is reserved for Tuberculosis. 
It is in charge of a qualified specialist. Beds avail- 
able at the hospital for clinical teaching are :—

Midwifery & Gynecology 


The Out-Patients Department is under a Civil 
Surgeon who is assisted by a well-qualified subordinate 
staff. It has sections for diseases of Skin; Ear, Nose 
and Throat; Eye; Dentistry and Venereal diseases; 
each under a specialist. There is also provision for 
vaccination, and inoculations for infectious diseases. 
The daily attendance at the out-patients’ department 
is 1,200. 


A large Leper Asylum and hospital subsidised by 
the Government is maintained by the Union Mission 
at Dichpalli, where the students are sent for training. 
The State maintains well-equipped Hospitals for 
infectious and mental diseases to which the students 
are posted for a period of three months. Training in 
vaccination is given by the Medical Officer in charge 
of the Government Vaccine Depot. An independent 
Ophthalmic Hospital is under consideration.

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The standard maintained for the M.B., B.S., 
Examination is the same as obtains in other Indian 
Medical Colleges. 

Prizes worth Rs. 300/- are offered to students 
each year. 

The candidates who are successful in the M.B., 
B.S. examination are usually employed in H. E. H. 
Nizam’s Medical and Sanitation Department as Pro- 
Assistant Surgeons on an initial salary of Rs. 100/- 
and an allowance of Rs. 50/-. When vacancies occur 
they are promoted to the posts of Assistant Surgeons. 
The scale of Assistant Surgeons is Rs. 200/- to 
Rs. 400/-, the annual increment being Rs. 25/-. 
There are openings for the candidates in the Munici- 
pality, Plague and Malaria Departments. Service in 
the State is not guaranteed and is given to those who 
are the subjects of the State. 

The medical instructions at the Osmania Medical 
College is being imparted through the medium of 
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Urdu for the last 8 years. Experience during this 
period shows that vernacular being his own mother 
tongue, the teacher finds it much easier to explain 
and the student to understand the subject. The text- 
books are being translated from foreign languages, 
and the International nomenclature is retained in the 
translations. This work is carried out at the Transla- 
tion Bureau by medical men well known for their 
learning in Urdu and English. Some of these books 
have been translated by men of outstanding ability 
from other parts of India. As the International 
Terminology is adopted in the translations, and as 
the students are tested in Urdu and English in the 
examination for admission, they find no difficulty in 
reading and understanding the medical literature in 
English. A fair number of students who have passed 
out from the Osmania Medical College have proceeded 
to England for further studies and find no difficulty 
in studying at the British Medical Schools.

RESEARCH INSTITUTIONS IN INDIA 


ALL-INDIA INSTITUTE OF HYGIENE AND PUBLIC HEALTH, CALCUTTA 


The All-India Institute of Hygiene and Public 
Health was established in the year 1982, the cost of 
acquiring the site and building and equipping the 
Institute having been provided by the Rockefeller 
Foundation. The recurring cost of staff and mainten- 
ance is, however, met by the Government of India. 


The building which is four-storied adjoins the 
School of Tropical Medicine with which it harmonises 
in design and appearance. Six sections can b2 accom- 
modated at the Institute. 


Each section has one unit room for the head of 
the section and two unit rooms for the workers. 
Three unit rooms on each floor and the library and 
reading room are provided with conditioned air during 
the hot months of the year. The head of each 
section has a cooled unit room on each floor where 
workers on that floor may work in comfort or engage 
in any special work requiring a cooled atmosphere. 


The General scientific control of the Institute is 
vested on a committee of the following :—

Owing to the sudden financial crisis at the end 
of 1931, however, the Government of India found 
themselves unable to shoulder the financial burden 
of Rs. 3,50,000 per annum which the six sections 
required and decided to allot a sum.of Rs. 2,00,000 
per annum, agreeing to restore the original sum when 
monetary conditions improved. Accordingly, only 4 
sections were opened, ihe sections of Sanitary 
Engineering and Maternity and Child Welfare remain- 
ing in abeyance. The Committees of the Countess of 
Dufferin Fund, however, and of the Red Cross Asso- 
ciation of India realising the importance of the section 
of Maternity and Child Welfare and especially the 
necessity for providing post-graduate instruction in 
the work not only for men but especially for women 
graduates, agreed to lend the services of Dr. Jean M. 
Orkney to initiate the section and also to grant the 
necessary funds to finance the section. 
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Research work is carried on in the different 
sections of the institute and detailed reports will be 
available in the Annual Report of the Institute. 


Besides, the Institute imparts training to candi- 
dates going up for the D.P.H. qualification of the 
Caleutta University and also for the Diploma in 
Maternity and Child Welfare. Short courses of post- 
graduate instruction in special subjects of Public 
Health are also arranged and are intended for public 
health workers in India desiring to refresh their 
knowledge.

Courses of three months’ duration followed by an 
examination will be given in any of the subjects 
taught in the Institute. These are intended for 
Public Health workers who may wish special training 
in any particular subject. 


Successful candidates will be given a certificate 
by the Director of the Institute. 


The fee for instruction will be Rs. 150/- and that 
for examination Rs. 50/- per student. 

(a) Biochemistry and Nutrition—Two separate 
courses, one in Nutrition and one in Clinical Bio- 
Chemistry will be given. These will be held twice 
yearly, from October to December and from January 
to March. 

(i) Clinical Biochemistry—The course in Chemi- 
cal Biochemistry is designed to meet the needs of 
those already engaged in academic work of superin- 
tendents or resident medical officers or biochemists 
attached to or associated with hospitals where there 
are facilities for doing clinical research. 

It will include the following subjects :— 

Quantitative micro-analysis of blood and urine 
including blood, calcium, sodium, chlorine, phos- 
phorus, potassium, urea, aminoacids, uric acid, blood 
gases and hydrogen ion concentration. Instruction 
can also be given in the investigation of abnormal 
substances of special significance. 

(ii) Nutrition—The course in Nutrition is design- 
ed to meet the needs of academic teachers, medical 
or non-medical graduates and public health officers 
who are concerned in public health and social welfare 
work generally. 

It will embrace the following :— 


The physiology and biochemistry of nutrition 
and its application to human dietetics and disease. 
Methods of determining the basal metabolism and 


energy requirements. The analysis of foods from the 
nutritional standpoint and the biological assay of foods 
and vitamins. The principles of dietetics and the 
methods of assessing physical fitness. 

These courses will consist of practical work, a 
prescribed course of literature and seminars. 

(b) Malariology—This course will commence in 
October, with the opening of the session, and will end 
on the last working day in December. 
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Medical graduates desirous of 
malariology with a view to taking up the career of 
malariologist will be eligible for admission. Medical 
men already employed in the Public Health depart- 
ments of the provinces wil be preferred.

(a) Statistical methods. 

(b) Study of the vital statistics of students’ own 
province. 

(c) Systematic analysis and study of raw data 
relating to an epidemic of some common 
infectious disease. 
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2. Field investigation. As far as possible the 
students will be given facilities for collecting suitable 
data in connection with an outbreak of an infectious 
disease in the city or in a rural area near Calcutta. 


3. Planned study of the literature on the epi- 
demiology and control of sn important communicable 
disease which will be followed by a thesis. 


It will be possible, if so desired, to adjust this 
programme to the needs of the individual student by 
laying greater or less emphasis on one or other of tie 
three different sections. 

(d) Maternity and Child Welfare.—As a course 
for the Diploma of Maternity and Child Welfare forms 
part of the regular curriculum of the Institute, a 
three months’ course in these subjects is not given. 


A short course, however, of four weeks on the 
organisation of Maternity and Child Welfare and 
School Medical Services suitable for public health 
officers responsible for the administration and super- 
vision of such schemes and as a refresher course for 
medical women holding the D. M. C. W. will be held 
in November of each year. 


The course of study will include 25 lectures of 
1 hour each on the organisation of ante-natal, mater- 
nity, child welfare and school medical services (10 
lectures), school health (5 lectures and the growth, 
development and protection of the normal infant 
and child (10 lectures). 


The practical instruction will include visits to 
different types of maternity and child welfare schemes 
(3 visits), special schools for blind, deaf and mentally 
defective children (8 visits), industrial welfare work of 
various types (3 visits) inspection of midwives, visits 
to venereal disease hospitals, Corporation maternity 
homes, maternity units and milk kitchens and 
children’s wards in hospital, ete., 6 sessions at an 
infant consultation clinic where cases demonstrated 
will be followed by case discussions; 6 sessions devoted 
to routine school medical inspection, medical re- 
inspection, cleanliness and minor ailment raids, 
follow up work of the school nurse, inspection of 
school buildings, and the school clinic. 


Additional sessions relating to the training of 
midwives treatment and diagnosis of venereal diseases. 
etc., will be arranged if desired. The course will 
include such subjects as :— 
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(1) Assessment of physical fitness, tests of physi- 
cal efficiency, control of epidemics in 
creches and junior schools, immunisation, 
school closure, intelligence testing, the 
unstable child, school diets, etc.

SCHOOL OF TROPICAL 


Calcutta forms an ideal centre of the teaching 
of tropical medicine; cases of nearly all the important 
diseases of India are frequently seen in the Carmichael 
Hospital for Tropical Diseases and the Campbell! 
Hospital at which instruction is given to the medical 
men who attend the courses of instruction at the 
school. There are also several other large hospitals 
in the vicinity of the school. The Carmichael Hospital 
forms part of the School of: Tropical Medicine. It 
accommodates more than a hundred patients who are 
specially selected because of their suitability for 
purpose of research and instruction in 
diseases.

There is an out-patient department in which a 
large number of cases of Kala-azar, leprosy, tropical 
skin diseases and general tropical diseases are treated. 
The clinical material which is available is probably 
greater and more varied than that found in any 
institution for the treatment of tropical diseases in 
the world. 


The special research workers on kala-azar, hook- 
worm diseases, intestinal infectious diseases, leprosy, 
diabetes and filariasis give special demonstrations in 
their own special branches of tropical medicine. 


The museum of the Medical College containing 
nearly 4000 specimens is connected with the School 
by a bridge.

The provision for the study of tropical medicine 
in the hospital wards, lecture room, laboratory, 
library and museum is believed to be superior to that 
of any other institute of the kind. 

Both in staff and equipment the School is admir- 
ably fitted for giving instruction in tropical diseases. 

The School of Hygiene is equally well equipped, 
part of the instruction for the D. P. H. is given 
simultaneously with that for the D. T. M. 

The facilities in Calcutta for practical instruction 
and for demonstrations in Public Health are excep- 
tionally great. Many large and small schemes of 
water purification, drainage, housing, ete. are within 
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easy distance of the School. The public health labora- 
tories of Bengal for the analysis of food and water are 
situated in the School buildings. 


The courses of instruction in the School, both in 
Tropical Medicine and Hygiene, are recognised by the 
Conjoint Board of Examiners of the Royal College of 
Physicians and Surgeons, London, and by certain 
other examining bodies in the United Kingdom. 


Candidates for the D. P. H. of the Conjoint 
Board will, however, have to take out certain addi- 
tional courses of instruction details of which can be 
obtained from the Secretary of the Conjoint Board 
of Examiners. 


Special attention is invited to the three months’ 
course of instruction in Tropical Medicine and 
Hygiene. 

This is of an eminently practical nature and is 
specially suited to the requirements of medical men 
who desire to learn modern methods of diagnosis and 
treatment of the most important diseases in India. 


The three months’ course is not so complete nor 
so highly technical as the six months’ course, but it 
will be found very useful for those who cannot afford 
to spend six months on post-graduate study. 


ADMISSION 


The following are the rules for admission to the 
courses of instruction :— 


The School of Tropical Medicine provides two 
courses of instruction annually, one of six months’ 
and the other of three months’ duration. Applications 
from officers of the Indian Medical Service and 
Indian Medical Department in military employ to 
attend either course should be made through the 
Military authorities to the Director-General, Indian 
Medical Service. Applications from medical men in 
civil employ shall be made to the Administrative 
Head of Medical Department in which the officer is 
serving. In the case of non-Government Medical 
practitioners for admission application shall be made 
to the Director of the School. All applications should 
be made in August for the long, and in April for the 
short course. 


The longer is a post-graduate clinical and labora- 
tory course beginning on the 15th October and end- 
ing on the 14th April. All students who complete 
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this course are eligible as candidates for the Diploma 
in Tropical Medicine which will be granted by the 
Faculty of Tropical Medicine in Bengal. 


The shorter course is held from the 15th July 
to the 14th October in each year for such Government 
Medical Officers as may be deputed by the civil or 
Military authorities under whom they are employed. 
Selected registered private medical practitioners may 
be admitted if there are vacancies. All students 
who complete this course are eligible as candidates 
for a License in Tropical Medicine which will be 
granted by the Faculty of Tropical Medicine in 
Bengal. 


The longer course is intended for Government 
Medical Officers and private practitioners who are 
in possession of qualifications, recognised by the 
General Medical Council of the United Kingdom. 
Government Medical Officers and private practitioners 
not possessing such qualifications but who are regis- 
tered medical practitioners in India can only be 
admitted under exceptional circumstances under the 
following rules :— 


The applicant must produce evidence to show 
that :— 


(i) his standard of medical knowledge and 
practice is equal to that demanded from 
candidates for the medical degrees of 
the Indian’ Universities; 


(ii) he has been engaged in the practice of 
medicine for a period of at least five 
years; (in the case of a candidate who 
has been engaged in work in a teaching 
hospital or a laboratory, this period may 
be reduced to three years if the candi- 
date is considered to be suitable for 
admission in all other respects.) 


(iii) his pursuance of a course of study at the 
School is likely to enhance his value 
as a Government servant, teacher, or 
public health or research worker. 

N.B.—Special consideration will be given to the 
claims of those who have been engaged in medical 
research. 

All students attending the six months’ course 
will be charged a fee of Rs. 800/- and an additional 
fee of Rs. 15/- for the use of microscope. All candi- 
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dates appearing at the final examination for the 
Diploma in Tropical Medicine will be required to 
pay an examination fee of Rs. 100/-. Officers of the 
Indian Medical Service and Uncovenanted . Medical 
Officers must pay these fees themselves. Govern- 
ment will pay the fees of Civil or Military Assistant 
surgeons or Sub-Assistant Surgeons serving under 
and deputed by them. 


All students attending the three months’ course 
will be charged a fee of Rs. 150/- and an additional 
fee of Rs. 15/- for the use of microscope. Candi- 
dates appearing at the examination for the License 
in Tropical Medicine will be required to pay in addi- 
tion an examination fee of Rs. 50/-. Government will 
pay the fees of Civil or Military Assistant Surgeons 
or Sub-Assistant Surgeons serving under and deputed 
by them. 


Caution money, which will be refunded at the 
termination of the course after recouping charges 
for damage to appliances, must at the time of admis- 
sion be deposited by students attending the coursy 
here as under :— 


D.T.M. or D.P.H. course—Rs. 100/-. 

L.T.M. course— Rs. 50/-. 

So far as is possible without interfering with the 
prescribed courses of study, the Director may, sub- 
ject to the approval of the Surgeon-General with the 
Government be Bengal, admit qualified students 
desirous of undertaking special lines of study or 
research, for periods not exceeding six months. A 
fee of Rs. 100/- per mensem will be payable by such 
students, except in such cases as an officer in 
Government service in Bengal has been specially 
deputed to take such course of training and the fees 
for his doing so have been remitted by Government. 


Ruues FoR EXAMINATIONS FOR THE DIPLOMA 
AND LICENSE oF TROPICAL MEDICINE 


1. Candidates must be registered practitioners 
and must have attended not less than 75 per cent. 
of the total number of lectures and demonstrations 
including clinical instruction. They must also have 
attended not less than 75 per cent. of the lectures 
and demonstrations in (1) Tropical Medicine, (2) Tro- 
pical Pathology and Bacteriology, (3) Protozoology, 
(4) Entomology, (5) Clinical Instruction. The Exa- 
mination will be conducted by the Professors to- 
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gether with external examiners in subjects (1), (2) 
and (3) above. 

2. There will be 2 groups of written papers. 
Group I.—Tropical Diseases. Group II.—Bacterio- 
logy and Pathology, Helminthology, Protozoology, 
Entomology and Surgery. 

There will also be oral and practical tests in 
Tropical Medicine, Bacteriology and Pathology, Hel- 
minthology, Protozoology and Entomology. 

To obtain a pass each candidate must secure 50 
per cent. of the marks in each group of papers and in 
each group of practical and oral tests. 

3. Failed candidates may appear 
examination in the following year without 
out a fresh course but will have to appear in all the 
subjects and not only in those in which they have 
failed. After having failed twice, candidates will 
not be allowed to appear again without having taken 
out a further complete course of instruction at the 
School.

CENTRAL RESEARCH INSTITUTE, KASAULI 


In 1904 the Government of India with the sanc- 
tion of the Secretary of State approved the proposal 
for the establishment of a Bacteriological Department 
for India and formation of a Central Institute for 
Medical Research. It was decided to locate it at 
Kasauli in the Simla Hills and the institute was 
opened in 1906. The first Director was Lt.-Col. 
Semple, later Sir David Semple who had established 
and been the Director of the first Pasteur Institute 
in India in the same station. 


It was decided that the institute would form 
a centre for research and a basis from which field 
enquiries would be conducted and that it would 
undertake the manufacture of sera and vaccines for 
which there was an increasing demand. The insti- 
tute also provided work on bacteriology and immunity, 
malarial research, medical entomology, and other 
subjects.

During the War years the 
entirely devoted to the preparation of T.A.B. 
cholera vaccines and. later on, influenza vaccine for 
the use of the army. During the last five years 
an extensive basic investigation has been in progress 
in relation to cholera problems and a fruitful enquiry 
has been recently completed on the venoms of Indian 
snakes. 


The Institute houses, the library and stores of 
the Indian Research Fund Association. The Director 
is ex-officio Editor of the Indian Journal of Medical 
Research and the Indian Medical Research Memoirs. 


The Institute is administered by the Director- 
General, Indian Medical Service, for the Department 
of Education, Health, and Lands, of the Central 
Government. 


HAFFKINE INSTITUTE, BOMBAY 


The Haffkine Institute is the principal medical 
research laboratory of Western India. It also acts 
as (1) centre for the manufacture of plague vaccine 
for the whole of India, (2) the Provincial bacterio- 
logical laboratory for routine diagnostic work and the 


preparation of prophylactic vaccines other than 
plague for the Bombay Presidency and (3) Pasteur 
Institute for the Bombay Presidency and the ad- 


joining Indian States. 
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It is the oldest research institute in India start- 
ed in 1896 by the Government of India under the 
Directorship of Dr. W. M. W. Haffkine when the 
great plague pandemic broke out in India. Formerly 
it was known as the Plague Research Laboratory 
but gradually its activities expanded including anti- 
rabic work as well as pharmacological and bio-chemical 


researches and in 1925 the name was changed 
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to the ‘‘Haffkine Institute’’ in the memory of the 
great investigator, who was its founder and its in- 
spiration and who may be regarded as one of India’s 
greatest benefactors. 

Researches are being continued on plague, relaps- 
ing fever, guinea-worm disease, pharmacology on the 
new synthetic anti-malarial drugs and also on indigen- 
ous drugs and on nutritional and metabolic diseases. 


PASTEUR INSTITUTE OF INDIA, KASAULI 


This Institute was fouded in 1898 mostly with 
the aid of public subscriptions and incorporated as a 
charitable concern in 1901. The principal objects of 
the institute were :— 

1. The treatment of persons suffering from in- 
juries inflicted by rabid animals. 

2. The study, diagnosis, practice, and teaching 
of bacteriology in all its branches, especially with 
reference to the diseases of men, animals and plants. 

3. The investigation of tropical diseases and the 
practical applications of bacteriological methods to the 
prevention and cure of diseases. 

The first antirabic treatment was started in 1900 


by Major Semple but gradually the treatment became 
popular and this success led to the establishment of 
the Central Research Institute and also of other 
Pasteur Institutes in India at Coonoor, Shillong, 
Bombay, Calcutta and Patna. The institute has at 
present more than 140 centres in the Punjab, U .P., 
Delhi, N. W. F. Province and Indian States where 
antirabic treatment is given. 


In addition to research on rabies the institute is 
at present doing research work on typhus fever with 
funds provided by the Indian Research Fund Asso- 
ciation. 


PASTEUR INSTITUTE OF SOUTHERN INDIA, COONOOR 


This institute for antirabic treatment was estab- 
lished in 1907 with the money placed at the disposal 
of the late Lord Curzon by Mr. Henry Phipps of the 
United States of America (Rs. 1,00,000). 

The general management of the Association is 
vested in a Central Committee consisting of 55 
members, 24 e-officio and 30 elected, and the 
institute is maintained by grants from the Govern- 
ment, contributions from the Indian States, district 
boards, municipalities, cantonments, railways, firms 
and donation from the public. The sale of antirabic 
vaccine is the main source of revenue. At present 


there are 233 centres in the Presidency and in the 
Indian States. 

In addition to antirabic work 
malaria, kala-azar, filariasis and on entomological and 
other subjects have been carried out by workers at the 
institute. 

Since 1918 accommodation has been given to the 
workers on nutritional research, financed by the 
Indian Research Fund Association. 

The institute is also doing extensive propaganda 
in the rural areas of the Presidency for the prophy- 
lactic antirabic treatment.

THE KING EDWARD YII MEMORIAL PASTEUR INSTITUTE, SHILLONG (ASSAM) 


The King Edward VII Memorial Pasteur Institute 
and Medical Research Institute, Shillong, was opened 
in January, 1917 and now functions— 

(a) As a general clinic laboratory for the province. 

(b) As a centre for antirabic treatment for the 

province. 


(c) As a laboratory for the manufacture of 
cholera and typhoid vaccines and cholera- 
dysentery-bacteriophage. 


(d) As a centre for research on cholera, dysentery, 
malaria and other diseases of public health 
importance and 
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(e) As a training centre for workers in the field 

of malaria and other diseases in the field. 

In 1924 a special ward was opened for Kala-azar 
cases. In 1923-24 Major Shortt and Lt.-Col. Greig 
worked here on Kala-azar and proved the efficacy of 
Urea stibamine. The Kala-azar Commission worked 
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at this Institute in 1924. In 1930 the study on the 
epidemiology of cholera, the investigation of malaria 
in the province and researches in the anemia of 
pregnancy in the Tea Estates were carried out under 
the auspices of the Assam Medical Research Society, 
an auxiliary to the Pasteur Institute. 


MEDICAL COUNCIL OF INDIA 


The Medical Council of India was constituted 
under the Indian Medical Council Act, (No. XXVII 
of 1933) in order, as stated in the preamble, to 
establish a uniform minimum standard of h‘gher 
qualifications in medicine for all provinces. The 
Council has not been entrusted with the maintenance 
of a register, registration remaining with the provin- 
cial medical councils, nor have any disciplinary 
powers over medical practitioners been conferred 
upon it. 


The Council is composed of :— 


(a) One member from each Governor’s pro- 
vince, nominated by the Central 
Government. 


(b) One member elected by each British 
Indian University having a medical 
faculty, to be elected from amongst the 
members of the medical faculty of the 
University. 

(c) One member from each province where 
a medical register is maintained to be 
elected from amongst themselves by 
persons enrolled on the register who 
possess recognised medical qualifications 
granted by a British Indian University. 


(d) Four members to be nominated by the 
Central Government. 


For the first four years of the Council’s cons- 
titution the President was nominated by the Governor 
General in Council, the Director-General, Indian Medi- 
cal Service having been nominated to this post. The 
Secretary to the Council for four years from the com- 
mencement of the Act, was also a Government 


nominee. From November Ist, 1937 the Council 
has appointed the Secretary, and in February 1938 
elected a President. The Council also elects from its 
members a Vice-President. 


The Executive Committee consists of seven 
members, of whom five are elected by the Council 
from amongst its members. The President and Vice- 
President of the Council are ex-officio members and 
are also President and Vice-President respectively 
of the Executive Committee. 


A member of the Council holds office for a term 
of five years. : 


The medical qualifications recognised under the 
Act are contained in the two annexed schedules. 
The first schedule is composed of medical qualifica- 
tions granted by medical institutions in British India, 
and contains, as originally passed in the Act, the 
medical degrees of those British Indian Universities 
which were included in Table ‘1’ of the Medical 
Register of Great Britain for 1931, that is, all ex- 
cept Andhra, Patna and Rangoon Universities. The 
M.B.B.8. degree of Patna University was included by 
Government Notification of May 11th, 1935 and that 
of Rangoon University on 10th December, 1936, on 
the Council’s recommendation. The non-Indian 
medical qualifications recognised under the Act are 
given in the second schedule. Inclusion on the 
second schedule is sufficient qualification for enrol- 
ment on any provincial medical register. 


The functions of the Council fall under two 
heads :— 
(1) The maintenance of a uniform minimum 
standard of higher medical qualifica- 
tions for the whole of British India; 


-- 
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(2) The furtherance of the recognition of these 
qualifications in States and countries 
outside British India, with its corollary, 
the reciprocal recognition in this country 
of approved qualifications of such States 
and countries. 


For the first purpose the Council has been in- 
vested by Sections 11, 15, 16 and 17 with wide 
powers of requiring information regarding courses of 
study and examinations and of inspection of examina- 
tions, and can make representation to the Central 
Government if it is satisfied that the course of study 
or examinations to be gone through in any medical 
institution in British India in order to obtain a re- 
cognised medical qualification are not such as to 
secure the knowledge and skill requisite for the effi- 
cient practice of medicine. The procedure is laid 
down whereby the Central Government may enquire 
into such representation and remove the qualification 
from the schedule. In fulfilment of this duty the 
Council, between 1934 and 1936, required full in- 
formation from all the British Indian Universities 
which grant medical qualifications and, by means of 
a specially appointed panel of inspectors, completed 
the inspection of all these medical institutions and 
their final examinations for all medical degrees. By 
October 1936 the Council had approved of the quali- 
fications of Patna, Bombay, Lucknow, Madras, the 
Punjab, Calcutta and Rangoon Universities. 


In order to indicate the minimum requirements 
which it considered necessary for the securing of the 
requisite knowledge and skill for the practice of 
medicine, the Council immediately after its cons- 
titution, drew up, after consulting the Universities, 
a series of recommendations on professional education 
and on professional examinations, copies of which 
were supplied to the medical institutions concerned. 
A revision of the ‘‘Recommendations on Professional 
Education’”’ in accordance with the latest develop- 
ments in and suggestions for the improvement of 
the curriculum was undertaken in 1936, after the 
completion of the inspections, and the revised recom- 
mendations have been adopted and will come into 
effect from the commencement of the sessions of 
1940. 
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It must be remembered that the Council has no 
power to lay down hard and fast rules for the curri- 
culum, and this really is an advantage, for it enables 
the various teaching bodies to make experiments 
and improvements and leads, in the long run, to 


progress. 


For the second purpose, provisions have been 
included in the Act for the modification, after the 
initial period of four years, of the second schedule, 
which consists of the non-Indian qualifications. 

The Council is authorised by Section 14 of the 
Act to enter into negotiations, for the settling of a 
scheme of reciprocity for the recognition of medical 
qualifications, with 
country outside British India which is entrusted by 
the law of such State or country with the mainten- 
ance of a_ register of medical The 
second scheduie now contains only those non-Indian 
qualifications which are accepted by the Council on 
a basis of reciprocity. Enquiries have been 
from other countries, not having medical 
tions of their own, in which Indian medical practi- 
tioners have special interest, as to the condition of 
practice at present obtaining there. 
Tanganyika, all have expressed their inability to re- 
cognise any qualification not recognised by the 
General Medical Council and this restriction applies 
to the qualifications of other countries as well.

The General Medical Council of Great Britain, 
has accepted for registration in the United Kingdom 
all the degrees granted by British Indian Universities 
which have been approved by this Council, those of 
Bombay, Lucknow, Madras, and the Punjab Universi- 
ties with retrospective effect from February 25, 1930 
(the date from which previous recognition was with- 
drawn), those of Patna from May 11th, 1935 (the 
date of the Government notification placing them 
on the first schedule of the Act ), and_ those of 
Calcutta from October 15th, 1936 (the date of the 
second inspection of the Carmichael Medical College 
by the Inspectors of the Council at which the Ins- 
pectors reported that the facilities for the teaching 
of students might be considered adequate). Medical 
Council is in direct communications with the Rangoon 
University.

RADIUM FACILITIES IN INDIA 


There is no adequate facility for radium treat- 
ment in India as in majority of the provinces there is 
only limited amount of radium available while in the 
United Provinces, Central Provinces, North-West- 
Frontier Province, Baluchistan and Coorg no such 
facilities exist. The following table will indicate the

The Province of Bengal has arrangements by 
which patients from Bengal are admitted to the 
Mental Hospitals in Bihar. 


In the Mysore State there is a mental hospital at 
Bangalore with an accommodation of 250 beds. 


In the Hyderabad State there is no separate 
mental hospital but a lunatic asylum exists in the 
central jail with an accommodation of 225 patients. 


Psycuratric Cirinics 


In Bombay there is a psychiatric clinic attached 
to the J. J. Hospital, Bombay. Bengal has a clinic 
attached to the Carmichael : Medical. College, Bel- 
gachia. The United Provinces has also a small clinic 
attached to the King George Medical Hospital, Luck- 
now. No such clinics exist in Madras, Punjab, Bihar, 
Central Provinces, Assam, North-West-Frontier Pro- 
vince and Orissa.
